Digest Shows Powers and Duties of 
Companies, Insurance Commis- 
sioner and Rating Bureaus 





Ernest Palmer, assistant general 
counsel of the National Board, has pre- 
pared an analysis of the new Minne- 
sota rating act that became effective 
June 9. It is divided into four parts. 
The first shows the general features of 
the act, and the other three sets forth 
the powers and duties of the companies, 
the commissioner and the rating bu- 
reaus. The digest has been carefully 
prepared and so subheaded that it will 
serve as an index to the statute. The 
various sections from which the con- 
clusions are drawn are shown. The 
digest, which will be of great use to 
agents, field men and companies, fol- 
lows: 

GENERAL FEATURES OF RATE 

REGULATION ACT 

(Chapter 101, 1915) 

Kinds of Insurance Regulated—Fire, 
lightning. 

Kinds of Bureaus Permitted—(1) Any 
single insurer or company may maintain 
a bureau of its own. (2) Two or more 
may organize a bureau, but must admit 
to membership any authorized insurer 
upon application upon equal terms. 

Ex; of Bureaus—(1) Shared by 
members, assessment being based on 
gross premium receipts during preceding 
year in the state. (2) In addition to pro 
rata assessment a fee not to exceed $5 
may be charged. 

Rates Used—Rates of one bureau only 
for same risk (or same class of risks). 

Rate Agreements—No rate making 
agreement may be entered into between 
companies, bureaus, etc., except in com- 
panies with this act. 

Anti-Discrimination—Commissioner may 
upon due notice and hearing order non- 
discriminatory rate substitutes—bureau 
rate to stand, however, pending any court 
review with overcharge refund, if com- 
missioner sustained. 

Companies Exempt—This act does not 
apply to county or township mutuals.

MICHIGAN FIELD MEETING ON 





Atttendance Small the First Day—Take 
up Question of Amalgamating 
Organizations 





St. Joseph, Mich., June 16—(Special) 
—The first day of the annual meeting 
of the Michigan Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion at the Edgewater Club here was 
spent in informal discussion among 
groups of men and only a short open- 
ing meeting was held officially because 
of the lateness in arrival of a large part 
of the members. The roll call showed 
that only twenty-five were present at 
the time set for the first session, but by 
the time the evening meeting was called 
nearly three times that number were 
on hand. The morning session was 
very short, consisting of the roll call, 
the reading of letters to the association 
and a short discussion on the feasibility 
of an amalgamation of the two field 
men’s associations now in Michigan. 
The further discussion of this matter 
was held over to the meeting to be held 
Thursday morning. 

Resolutions were adopted expressing 
sympathy for Chester Althouse, special 
agent for the Hanover, who was de- 
tained at Ann Arbor by the illness of 
his wife, who recently underwent an 
operation for appendicitis. In the af- 
ternoon the men resorted to various di- 
versions to while away the time, stick 
knife, one-o-cat, and golf being the 
more common methods.

LESS MINIMUM ASSETS TALK 





Definite Rumor That Another Im- 
proved Risk Syndicate Is in 
the Hopper in West 





Much interest still centers in the big 
$10,000,000 company organization to 
write improved and superior risks in 
the west. The report got about this 
week that the organization might mod- 
ify its requirements as to membership 
by reducing the size of assets. 

The original plan was to admit no 
company at present that had less than 
$10,000,000 in assets. This kept out a 
number of excellent companies that de- 
sired to enter in the movement, and the 
suggestion was made that instead of 
eligibility being based on a certain 
standard of assets, surplus be taken into 
consideration and this would let in some 
companies that could not qualify on the 
assets basis alone. Nothing has been 
done, however, although some compa- 
nies are still waiting, hoping that the 
modification may be made. It is under- 
stood that the original members of the 
organization will hold a meeting later 
this week, but whether any change will 
be made is not known. 


Say Another Is On the Way 


In the meantime there is a more defi- 
nite rumor that another organization is 
on the way, composed of Union and 
Bureau companies, although nothing 
official has been given out about it. It 
is known that some companies have 
been sounded on the subject and that 
they are favorable. No manager has 
been chosen yet for the $10,000,000 or- 
ganization. 


Think Basis Will be Changed 


There have been a number of com- 
panies that have made verbal applica- 
tions for membership, although they 
have not made written application. 
Some. of these have less than $10,000,- 


000 assets. The feeling among some of | 


the members is that the minimum limit 
may be placed at $5,000,000. The $10,- 
000,000 limit was simply used for tem- 
porary purposes and whether it was to 
be continued was to be discussed later. 
No name has been selected yet for the 
organization, although there have been 
plenty suggestions made as to a name.

John A. Murphy of Buffalo Believes

The annual meeting of the New York 
Association of Local Agents at Utica 
last week was the birthplace of the 
first new idea the business has been 
blessed with in some time. Its god- 
father was John A. Murphy of Buffalo, 
who was discussing methods for re- 
moving some of the evils which have 
grown up with the business, and he 
suggested that local agents may well 
pattern after those engaged in other 
professions, where certain societies are 
charged with the responsibility of main- 
taining the ethics and standards of the 
business, 


Would Award Degrees in Insurance 


Architects, physicians, lawyers, and 
many others have standards set for 
them and are permitted to attain cer- 
tain honors for meritorious work, and 
Mr. Murphy said he expected to see 
within the next few years the establish- 
ment of the “New York Chapter of the 
Profession of the Science of Insurance” 
and to see the awards of degrees for 
certain attainments. Some _ agents 
would be entitled to the degree “Bach- 
elor of the Science of Insurance,” some 
to be “Master of the Science of Insur- 
ance,” and some would earn the dis- 
tinction of “Doctor of the Science of 
Insurance.” 


Correction Should Come From Inside 


Naturally the incompetents, unable 
to pass the prescribed examinations, 
would be obliged to become more pro- 
ficient or leave the business, which is 
exactly the ideal sought to be attained 
through the present system of state 
licenses, agency qualification laws, and 
the various other devices which are 
now being enforced in some places and 
evaded in others. Mr. Murphy argued 
strongly that to invite the legislature 
to correct the mistakes of the business 
is wrong, but that the correction should 
be worked out from the inside. His 
proposition was so new that it was in- 
teresting from that standpoint, and as 
those who heard him talked it over 
they commented favorably on it. 


Pirst Place in Membership 


The convention was attended by about 
100 agents. The enthusiasm started when 
President Gilbert T. Amsden in his an- 
nual address announced first that the as- 
sociation had jumped into first place 
among the state associations by the ac- 
quisition of 174 new members in a spe- 
cial campaign and second when he 
announced that for the first time the 
association had established relations di- 
rect between its executive committee and 
the New York committee of the Eastern 
Union. For some time there has been a 
strained situation in New York state, due 
to what the agents term unwarranted ar- 
bitrary government by the rating bureau 
at Syracuse, which covers the territory 
between the Buffalo district and the ter- 
ritory of the New York Fire Insurance 
Exchange and the New York Suburban 
Exchange. Many complaints have been 
made of laxness and unfair treatment, 
especially in the matter of recognition 
of improvements in risks, and agents tell 
many stories of loss of business to mu- 
tuals and non-board companies during the 
investigation of inquiries addressed to 
the Syracuse board. 


Legislative Committee’s Report 


Peter D. Kiernan, chairman of the 
legislative committee, reported concern- 
ing the work at Albany the past season. 
He expressed the belief that the system 
of handling fire insurance will soon be 
changed so that the property owner who 
has a fire will be held responsible, if it

is due to carelessness, that the privilege 
of cancellation by the insurer will be 
eliminated and that cash payment of pre- 
miums will be enforced by law. 

The report of the executive committee 
by Chairman James S. Kernan pointed out 
its endorsement of the federation move- 
ment, the rule forbidding the endorsement 
of political parties, and its successful 
opposition to the collection of the war 
tax from agents. 


Banquet Was Held 


The banquet was one of the best_ses- 
sions of the convention. Peter D. Kier- 
nan was the toastmaster. He presented 
F. E. Warner, of Salem, Mass., who talked 
about ideal conditions among agents, the 
power of organized effort and the con- 
flagration of last year. He took the 
ground that the agents must consider the 
companies and be prepared to support rate 
advances where they are merited and to 
help other reforms, even though they 
sometimes injure his income. Assistant 
Manager F. W. Day, of the Royal, who is 
chairman of the committee of the Eastern 
Union which has been in touch with the 
association’s executive committee, was the 
next speaker. 


Devoted to Discussions — 


The second day was devoted to discus- 
sions. The prompt payment of premiums, 
or the lack of it, was shown to have 
grown out of the conduct of the business 
and it was agreed that it could not be 
cured by legislative action. The insur- 
ance department has ruled that an un- 
usual extension of credit to particular cus- 
tcmers is in violation of the antidiscrimi- 
nation law, and this was pointed out by 
George E. Merigold, of the Albany office 
of the insurance department. The con- 
sensus of opinion was that this should be 
remedied from within rather’ than 
through the legislature. 

The matter of consolidation with the 
casualty agents’ association was to have 
been discussed, but was referred to the 
incoming executive committee. So also 
was the proposition to consolidate with 
the Suburban Agents Association, and in 
the latter case immediate action was 
recommended so that a definite report 
might be made at the annual meeting of 
the latter in October. 


Bruns on Advertising Methods 


Frederick V. Bruns, of Syracuse, is a 
live wire, and his talk on advertising 
methods and agency office systems was 
characteristic. He hammered in the 
point that to advertise was foolishness, 
while publicity was golden effort. To 
make one’s name so familiar in his terri- 
tory that the thought of insurance will 
be invariably accompanied by a thought 
of his name will bring riches to any local 
agent, while the man who buys inch 
spaces wastes his time. 


Resolutions Adopted 


The resolutions adopted were as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That this association is in 
favor of uniform blanks, and that the 
executive committee is instructed to take 
up the question with the companies’ com- 
mittee and also use every effort in their 
power to assist the National association 
in their efforts to secure the desired re- 
sults. 

Resolved, That our executive commit- 
tee obtain a list of companies that are 
operating in both so-called board and non- 
board agencies in this state, and that as 
soon as practicable this information be 
given to the members of this association 
by publishing a list of same in the printed 
issues of our state association bulletin. 

Resolved, That this association is im- 
pressed with the importance of the prompt 
payment of premiums. 

Whereas, the Eastern Union Associa- 
tion has, through its committee, indicated 
its willingness to confer with a commit- 
tee from our association, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the executive committee 
be requested to ask consideration in refer- 
ence to rules and schedules.

OLD CONTENTION IS UPHELD 





Federal Court Decides Chattel Mort- 
gage Voids a Policy If It Was 
Unknown or Unauthorized 





_A decision that upholds the conten- 
tion of the companies to the effect that 
insured property covered by chattel 
morgage that was placed without the 
knowledge and consent of the insurer 
and so encumbered at the time of the 
fire renders a policy void, has been 
given by the United States Court of 
Appeals at Richmond, Va. The case 
involves the Stewart Vehicle Company 
of Martinsburg, W. Va., carried up 
from the federal district court there. 
The vehicle company had become 
financially embarrassed and had exe- 
cuted three notes to the Maryland 
Surety & Trust Company for $30,000. 
The vehicle company was endeavoring 
to issue bonds for $50,000, but a Chi- 
cago concern with which arrangements 
were made to float the bond was unable 
to sell the securities and a deed of trust 
was given the bank which was a first 





lien on all the property of the com- 
pany. 

The vehicle property burned Sept. 15, 
1912, with a total loss. The fire was 
regarded as suspicious. The companies 
contested on the ground that the poli- 
cies had been voided by the issuance of 
the trust deed. The vehicle company 
sued and was given judgment by a jury. 
This was taken up and reversed. The 
decision affects only the insurance cov- 
ering stock and not buildings.

Those present were Com- 
missioners Ekern of Wisconsin, Hardi- 
son of Massachusetts, Button of Vir- 
ginia and Deputies Appleton and 
Hughes of New York and Hammond 
of Connecticut. Matters of routine were 
taken up, but no other action of im- 
portance taken.

Insurance Institute of America _con- 
vened yesterday morning with Presi- 
dent Kenney of Baltimore in the chair. 
The address of welcome was made by 
Alfred D. Mason. He said he wel- 
comed the members for three reasons: 
the information which they bring, also 
the inspiration which they instill and 
because the man of the south feels that 
he knows a man better after putting 
their feet under the same table. Presi- 
dent Kenney said the interest of the 
Memphis club in the work and the ac- 
tivities of several of its members are a 
splendid example to some of the older 
and larger organizations. At this point 
there was a presentation of a gavel 
made from the timber taken from the 
Old Bell tavern, a building connected 
with the early history of Memphis. 
This presentation was made in behalf 
of the Memphis Insurance Club by 
Oscar A. Smith. It was accepted by 
President Kenney saying that as the 
gavel sounded each year it will be as if 
Memphis club is responding to roll call.

New clubs are being organ- 
ized and the application of one new 
member is reported for this meeting, 
it being at Manchester, N. H. Mis- 
sionary work has been done in Indian- 
apolis, St. Louis and Newark.

Put in Concrete Form 


In the recitation of the various losses 
he showed that $1,000 worth of property 
burned every minute, that every seven 
days two hospitals burn, three colleges 
are destroyed, three large department 
stores, ten churches, twelve _ school 
houses, twenty-six hotels, 140 apartment 
houses and 1,600 dwellings are destroyed. 
In addition to the heavy loss of property 
the loss of life from fire is appalling. 

Cleveland will likely get the next con- 
ference. Chicago is slated for 1917. Mr. 
Kenney will likely be the next president 
to succeed himself. 


Take Up Educational Work 


The second day was taken up prin- 
cipally with conferences on the educa- 
tional work. Every feature has been 
gone over very carefully and the policy 
of the institute shaped to meet the new 
conditions arising. It is the opinion of 
the institute that more attention should 
be given the principle of insurance in- 
struction than that of methods, and that 
the methods are more sectional, owing to 
the existing local conditions, and the 
various sections should not be burdened 
with methods which are not in conformity 
with their own. It was definitely de- 
cided to recommend that the_ present 
methods of instruction be modified for 
the present as to the three years devoted 
to the fire course. It was decided as un- 
wise definitely to allot time to the several 
subjects, as one club could devote more 
time than others. 

As to the method of the presentation 
of the courses it was decided that the 
institute should direct the subject mat- 
ter of the course and the standards to 
be met but the methods of securing these 
should be left in a measure discretionary 
with the various clubs. The require- 
ments for institute certificates were left 
to the discretion of the executive com- 
mittee. It was also decided that the work 
of education should be left absolutely 
with the institute. 


Taken on Pleasure Trip 


Adjournment was taken at 4 o’clock for 
an automobile ride through the parks and 
the residence section of the city, thence 
to the Memphis Country Club for a 
chicken supper. After this the delegates 
and the visiting special agents were taken 
on a special boat ride on the Mississippi 
river aboard the Idewild. This was at- 
tended also largely by local agents and 
their friends who desired to meet the 
delegates and confer with them as to 
the methods to secure best results in this 


work. 

The last day’s meeting will be filled 
with a discussion of institute literature, 
led by Walter C. Chandler of Memphis. 
Mr. Chandler has given much considera- 
tion to this subject and many valuable 
suggestions are expected. Another at- 
tractive feature will be the address of 
William F. Dunbar, new Tennessee in- 
surance commissioner, who is a member 
of the Insurance Club of Memphis and a 
delegate to the Hartford conference. It 
is expected that Mr. Dunbar will declare 
himself heartily in sympathy with the 
movement for the better education of the 
local agent. 

The afternoon will be devoted to the 
inspection of the Memphis Terminal Cor- 
poration’s warehouses for the handling 
of cotton. The visitors will be shown 
the various operations connected with the 


the fire protection of the plant.

EKERN APPEALS TO ASSURED 





Asks for Petitions on Rate Bill—Able 
Publicity Work on Wisconsin 
Measure 





Commissioner Ekern of Wisconsin 
has made a last desperate attempt to 
save his rating bill, No. 88-S, which, 
after passing the senate, was defeated 
in the house last week. The vote on a 
motion to reconsider will be taken 
Thursday and Mr. Ekern circularized 
leading merchants and others, asking 
them to sign and circulate a petition 
to be sent to assemblymen before that 
date, requesting the passing of the bill. 

Mr. Ekern also worked up sentiment 
through the newspapers by giving the 
impression that the people of Wiscon- 
sin are overcharged in their fire insur- 
ance rates. His publicity bureau last 
week sent out the insurance department 
report showing the premium and loss 
records in Wisconsin fire protection 
towns for 1914 and for the four years 
1911-1914. Accompanying the report 
was a typical Ekern letter on fire in- 
surance rates in Wisconsin. 

The commissioner does not send out 
a general letter that will be thrown in 
the waste basket, but provides local 
color by giving each newspaper the 
premium and loss figures for the town 
where it is published. The combination 
of one year and four years gives a 
double chance to make a showing of 
excessive rates. For example, if a town 
had a good record in 1914, but a bad 
record for the four-year period, natu- 
rally the newspapers there played up 
the good record for one year. On the 
other hand, if the 1914 record was bad 
and the four-year record good, the 
four-year record was emphasized to 
show that rates are too high. 

How this works is shown at Wauke- 
sha, where one of the newspapers head- 
ed its article “See extortion in fire in- 
surance.” The loss ratio in Waukesha 
in 1914 was under 32 percent, but for 
the four-year period it was close to 
the dead line of 60 percent.

PUT NEW TERM RULE IN USE 











Companies Will Employ New Plan in 
Minnesota and Promulgate Lower 
Annual Rates 





The new term rule will be put in use 
in Minnesota under the -new rate regu- 
lation act of that state. This is the 
first state in which the rule will be pro- 
mulgated, except on tornado insurance, 
and to prevent the rule from making 
an increase in premiums the companies 
will lower annual rates on certain 
classes. 

The new rule provides that three 
year policies shall carry two and a half 
annual rates, instead of two, and- five 
year policies shall carry four, instead 
of three, annual premiums. 

Iowa is probably the next state in 
which the term rule will be made effect- 
ive and other states in Western Union 
territory will be taken up by the com- 
panies one at a time. It is expected 
that the rule will be effective through- 
out the western field before next fall. 

The new tornado rates promulgated 
for Missouri under the rate regulation 
act will also be filed for Minnesota. It 
is expected that they will later be filed 
in Iowa and ultimately made standard 
for all Union territory west of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Superintendent S. D. Works of Min- 
nesota was in Chicago Tuesday and met 
with the Minnesota committee of man- 
agers. Various problems of the new 
law were discussed. 


SETTING A BAD PRECEDENT 





Rewriting Business at Cut Rates Will 
Be Considered Under New Anti- 
discrimination Law 





Insurance Commissioner Emory H. 
English of Iowa has refused to come 
out against fire insurance agents in 
Iowa who are reported to be cancel- 
ing insurance written at cut rates and 
rewriting the same risks at the same 
cut rates for long periods, so as to 
favor the policyholders before the new 
antidiscrimination law takes’ effect 
July 4. 

Mr. English states that complaints 
have been made to him by representa- 
tives of some of the companies who 
declare the practice is dishonest and 
not in keeping with the letter of he 
new law. 

“T do not see how I have any author- 
ity in this case until the new law be- 
comes effective,” says Mr. English. “It 
is now a question for the companies to 
handle. Rates at which insurance is 
voluntarily written for long time pe- 
riods just before the new law takes 
effect will necessarily be considered, 
however, and have a bearing on the 
justness of any other rate that the 
company may desire to establish in the 
future.”

Constitution and By-Laws of Fire Un- 
derwriters’ Association of St. Louis 
—Two Classes of Agents 





St. Louis, Mo., June 16—(Special)— 

nis Fire Underwriters Associa- 
rganized today with the fol- 
lowing officers: President, W. D. Hemen- 
way; vice-president, F. . mann; 
secre , E. C. Case; treasurer, C. J. Ke- 
hoe. The president, vice-president. and 
treasurer, with Samuel D. Capen, George 
D. Markh Charles L. Crane, F. C. 
Whittemore, Carl 8S. Lawton, J. W. 
Schiele, Joseph Stampfer and F. E. Fowler 
constitute the executive committee. Con- 
stitution and by-laws were adopted. 


St. Louis fire insurance agents held 
a meeting last Friday for the purpose 
of organizing a new association. The 
proposed constitution and by-laws were 
considered and suggestions and changes 
were referred to a committee which 
was intrusted to incorporate them and 
submit them at a meeting on Wednes- 
day of this week. The constitution and 
by-laws may be submitted to the state 
insurance department for approval. 

The leading points in the constitu- 
tion and by-laws of the association, 
which will be called the Fire Under- 
writers’ Association of St. Louis are 
as follow: 

Membership—Members will be divided 
into two classes. 

Class 1—Agents who hold sole or senior 
agencies of one or more companies; man- 
agers, general agents or agents of supe- 
rior jurisdiction and officers of companies. 

Class 2—All other agents in St. Louis 
whose business is exclusively that of in- 
surance if their offices are located in dis- 
trict No. 1, or if in the business of insur- 
ance and real estate or banking, if their 
officers are in district No. 2. 

er—The by-laws provides that a 
manager shall be employed who need not 
be a member of the association. 

Complaints on Risks—The executive 
committee is empowered to ask for a 
statement or affidavit from each member 
as to what lines he is carrying on any 
risks that the executive committee con- 
siders, on complaint of any member, are 
being placed or are written in violation 
of the rules of the association. 

If a member shall lose a risk and shall 
have sufficient reason for believing that 
it has been obtained by another member 
through a violation of the rules of the 
association, he may request the executive 
committee to investigate. 

The executive committee is empowered 
to try all cases. 

es and Fees—The dues of members 
Shall be $25 per annum for class 1 agents 
and $10 per annum for class 2 agents. 

Members are required to submit to the 
executive committee for registration the 
names of all solicitors or brokers and the 
secretary shall notify all members of 
requests to register solicitors, ten days 
before action is taken by the executive 
committee and in case any member ob- 
jects to the registration of any solicitor, 
his name shall be referred, for action, to 
the next meeting of the association. So- 
licitors shall pay a registration fee of 
$50 and their dues will be $10 annually. 
No member shall transact business with 
any solicitor not in his exclusive employ. 

Commissions—Brokerage commissions 
may be paid to members of the associa- 
tion. Members may pay a commission of 
not more than 10 percent to nonresident 
brokers on property located in the city, 
when such property is owned by a non- 
resident and when the managerial office 
of control is located outside of St. Louis, 
if the applicant is licensed as a broker in 
Missouri; also to licensed real estate 
agents and to office employes of members. 

Rebating—Rebating in any form is pro- 
hibited. 

Companies and Annexes—No member 
shall represent any insurance company 
which shall appoint or maintain an agent 
in St. Louis who is not a member of this 
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association. If found to be representing a 
company in violation of this rule he shall 
resign or be expelled from the association. 
Underwriters agencies shall be considered 
as a multiple representation of the parent 
company or companies. 

Fines—The executive committee is em- 
powered to impose fines not to exceed $200 
for violations of the rules. 

Rates Not Covered—The association is 
not formed for the purpose of fixing, main- 
taining or enforcing any rates to be 
charged for insurance. 


Will Call Agents’ Meeting 


Walter J. Bales, vice-president and 
acting president of the Missouri Asso- 
ciation of Local Fire Insurance Agents, 
is planning to call a meeting, which 
probably will be informal, this summer 
or fall. The event will be chiefly social 
in nature and will be held at Excelsior 
Springs. 





May Bar Certain Annexes. 


The question of what the new Okla- 
homa insurance law will do to under- 
writers annexes has been under consid- 
eration by the state insurance board for 
the past week. The attorney-general 
has been asked for an opinion on the 
matter. Indications are that all an- 
nexes that are not actually operated as 
separate departments will be ruled out. 


Bevelle Threatens Suit 


Charles G. Revelle, state insurance com- 
missioner of Missouri, says that he in- 
tends to institute a suit for damages 
against Marwick, Mitchell & Peat of Kan- 
sas City, expert accountants, who, in a 
report of their investigation of the state 
insurance deparment, criticised Mr. Re- 
velle and his predecessor, Frank Blake of 
Kansas City. The investigation was made 
at the request of -the general assembly 
of Missouri, which appointed a_ special 
committee, the committee employing the 
accountants. 





Arrested on Arson Charge 


Charles R. Burton, formerly a_ stock 
purchasing agent for the “Frisco” rail- 
road, was arrested in St. Louis on charge 
of setting fire to a stable at 207 North 
Beaumont street, June 5, in which twenty- 
eight horses, two buggies, and quantities 
of hay and oats were destroyed. Evi- 
dences of incendiarism were found. Bur- 
ton, however, denies the charge. He says 
that he had been buying horses at the 
National stockyards, East St. Louis, and 
holding them in the stable till he could 
get a carload for shipment. The horses 
are said to have been insured for $100 
each and the buggies for $400. 


Agents Head the List 


Insurance agents furnish the largest 
revenue derived by the city of Topeka, 
Kan., from its license department. The 
196 agents pay into the city treasury 
$9,800 a year, or $50 apiece. The next 
largest item is only about one-fourth of 
this amount. It is derived from billiard 
and pool halls. 

The underwriters have the honor of 
heading a list composed of billiard par- 
lors, movies, jitneys, street railway, ex- 
pressmen, electric light company, tele- 
sraph companies, bowling halls, _ tele- 
phone company, ice cream wagons, pawn 
Shops, auctioneers, wagon scales, butter- 
milk wagons, bill posting company, 
coaches and hacks, junk yards, popcorn 
venders, mail wagons, desiccating plant 
for garbage, hucksters, peddlers, street 
displays, arcades, automatic vending ma- 


chine, and push carts for vending ice- 
cream, 


New Effort for Fire Marshal 


The city of St. Louis is still wrestling 
with the problem of obtaining a city fire 
marshal. A new bill authorizing the chief 
of the fire department to designate one 
of the assistant fire chiefs to act as fire 
marshal has just been introduced. The 
new bill will authorize the marshal, so 
designated, to investigate all fires, con- 
mee hearings, enter buildings, introduce 
ooks and papers during investigations 
and to submit the evidence of arson to 
prosecuting officials. 





New Texas Reciprocal Law

ACT ON OIL RISES 


It is understood that the Home of New 
York has canceled all its oil business in 
Oklahoma and that the North British & 
opm has increased its rates on this 
class. 

To further accentuate the troubles of 
the companies writing oil insurance, which 
have been endeavoring to obtain an in- 
creased rate on oil tanks, Monday after- 
noon newspapers in Oklahoma City, Okla., 
carried the report that several large oil 
tanks in the Healton field in southern 
Oklahoma, were on fire and that the fire 
was not under control. Five tanks of the 
Coline Company were on fire, having start- 
ed from a stroke of lightning which hit 
one of the tanks at 1 o’clock Monday af- 
ternoon. 

When Mr. Dean wrote the Analytic Sys- 
tem of Rating he figured a building as 
detached when it was as much as 75 feet 
from any other building.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


BIG MEETING NOW EXPECTED 











Kentucky Fire Organizations Arrange 
for Interesting Time at Semi- 
Annual Rally at Lexington 





The largest attendance in the history 
of the organization is promised for the 
semi-annual meeting of the Fire Un- 
derwriters’ Association of Kentucky, 
which will be held at Lexington, June 
17-19. The final day will be given over 
chiefly to entertainment features pro- 
vided by Lexington local agents. All 
of the other organizations of the field 
men will meet at Lexington, including 
the Blue Goose, Kentucky State Fire 
Prevention Association and Kentucky 
Farm Underwriters Association. 


CLUB COMMENDS APPOINTMENTS 


The new state fire prevention bureau of 
Tennessee and its future were discussed 
before the Insurance Club of Memphis at 
its last meeting by Grover N. McCormick, 
state legislator, and backer of the fire 
prevention bill. Mr. McCormick spoke 
highly of Charles W. Schuyler, who was 
appointed fire prevention commissioner by 
Governor Rye. Mr. Schuyler and the new 
Tennessee insurance commissioner, Wil- 
liam F. Dunbar, are highly esteemed by 
insurance men, and the club adopted reso- 
lutions commending the governor for his 
selections for these posts. 

Section 7 of the new fire prevention law 
introduces the principle of personal re- 
sponsibility for dangerous’ conditions 
which are liable to cause fires. Under the 
new law also, every inspector of the Ten- 
nessee Inspection Bureau will be a 
deputy of the department without salary. 
Special and local agents may also be 
appointed deputies. 


NO DEPOSIT IS REQUIRED 


By a ruling given out this week by the 
attorney-general of North Carolina, in 
contradiction to a previous ruling by 
Commissioner James R. Young of that 
state, underwriters’ agencies will not be 
required to make deposits in that state 
in addition to the deposits made by the 
parent companies. By a law which went 
into effect in 1913 companies were re- 
quired either to deposit securities or a 
surety bond. At the last session of the 
legislature the alternative of the bond 
was wiped out and Commissioner Young 
ruled that underwriters agencies would 
have to make separate deposits as soon as 
their bonds expired. 





W. H. Weaver in Local Agency 


Will H. Weaver, who recently resigned 
as Kentucky special agent of the North 
America because of ill health, has re- 
sumed local agency work at Henderson, 
Ky. Mr. Weaver is a member of the firm 
of Lambert & Weaver, which is consid- 
ered one of the strongest agencies in west- 
ern Kentucky. He is now considerably 
improved, and is taking an active part in 
the work of the office. 


Question Validity of Act 


Some of the insurance companies have 
raised the question of the validity of the 
act passed by the legislature of Virginia 
regulating underwriters agencies, and 
placing restrictions on them. Insurance 
Commissioner Button has asked the attor- 
new-general for an opinion as to the law. 





No Indictment Against Mops ° 


T. L. Leatherwood, assistant manager 
of the Kentucky Actuarial Bureau, of 
Louisville, is continuing his investigation 
ef patent mops as fire hazards, but has 
not yet been able to secure enough evi- 
dence to return an indictment. Conse- 
quently he made no report on the subject

TURNS DOWN WASHINGTON PLAN 


Commissioner Fishbach of Washington 
has turned down the J adopted by the 
Pacific Board for handling agencies in that 
state in view of the new law which pro- 
hibits separation. The tidiscrimination 
law forbids any company from discrimi- 
nating in payment of commissions in 
Washington where an agency operates a 
mixed office. The Pacific Coast mana- 
gers, therefore, agreed on a plan whereby 
a local agent was required to give notice 
where he intended to accept a commis- 
sion from any company higher than the 
rate previously agreed upon. Commis- 
sioner Fishbach claims that this method 
would be in violation of the law. It is 
likely that a committee will confer with 
him on the ruling and-see what can be 
done about it. 

Heretofore the custom has béen for 
board companies to allow 15 per cent on 
all kinds of business to mixed agencies. 
In his letter the commissioner says: 
“Agreements cannot be entered into re- 
quiring an agent to stipulate as a con- 
dition of his contract that he will not 
accept greater or lesser commissions 
from other companies in order to re- 
ceive a certain rate of commissions.” 

The act also requires companies to file 
copies of their forms of contract entered 
into with the agents stipulating rates of 
commissions to be paid.

equal terms to any bureau maintained by 
two or more companies. (Sec. 3.) 

(3) Ne company may apply the rates 
of more than one bureau to any risk or 
class of risks, but a company may belong 
to or maintain different bureaus, and ap- 
ply their rates to different risks, or classes 
of risks. (Sec. 3.) 

(4)—Deviation From Bureau Rates— 
(a) Every company must apply the rates 
of some bureau to all fire and lightning 
business written, but it may vary from a 
bureau rate, provided, a written state- 
ment of the variation, which musi be uni- 
form as to class, is filed with the com- 
missioner and with the bureau fifteen 
days in advance, , 

(b) If a company grants a lower rate 
than that fixed by a bureau upon any 
class, such rate shall not be increased 
within a year without the commissioner’s 
approval. 

(c) A uniform variation of a certain 
percent is sufficient compliance upon no- 
tice filed with the commissioner to that 
effect. (Sec. 2.) | 

(5)—Gontrol—Each company shall have 
one vote in each bureau to which it be- 
longs. (Sec. 3.) 

(6)—Expense—Each company must 
share the expense of each bureau to which 
it belongs—by payment of a fee not to 
exceed $5. and also by an assessment 
upon gross premiums for the preceding 
hd upon business done in the state. (Sec. 


Note—(We presume this will be inter- 
preted to mean the assessment shall be 
based upon the gross premiums of the 
class or classes of risks to which the bu- 
reau’s rates have been applied. The law, 
however, is not specific on this point.) 

(7)—Record of Membership—Notice in 
writing of membership in any and all rat- 
ing bureaus shall be given to the commis- 
sioner by each company before June 9, 
1915, and annually thereafter on or be- 
fore Feb. 1, and during the year, if any 
change is made. (Sec. 3.) 

(8)—Contested Rates—The companies 
have the right to collect the bureau rate 
pending any review of same before the 
commissioner, or in the courts, but in 
the event of final determination against 
them, overcharges must be refunded. (Sec. 


(9)—No company shall fix or charge a 
rate which discriminates between risks of 
essentially the same hazards and protec- 
tion. (Sec. 2.) 

(10)—Rate Agreements—(a) No com- 
pany or its representatives shall enter 
into or act upon any agreement with re- 
gard to the making, fixing or collecting 
of any rate for fire insurance unless in 
compliance with this act. 

(b) Any such agreements may be made 
and enforced, provided the same be in 
writing, filed with the commissioner, and 
with each rating bureau of which any of 
the parties thereto shall be a member or 
subscriber, and provided also the commis- 
sioner approves. Sec. 5.) 

(11)—-Court Review—Any company has 
the right to court review of the commis- 
sioner’s orders, pending which the order 
is suspended: (a) with regard to rate 
(Sec. 6); (b) with regard to rate making 
agreements (Sec. 5.) 

(12)—-Hearings—The companies are en- 
titled to ten days’ notice, and a hearing 
before the commissioner takes any action 
on rates. (Sec. 6. 

(13)—Penalty: ompanies liable for 
violation of this act or orders and find- 
ings of commissioner, to fine of from $100 
to $5,000 in addition to revocation or sus- 
pension of license. (Sec. 7.) 

(14) Companies maintaining rating bu- 
reaus of their own should observe care- 
fully “Powers and Duties of Rating Bu- 
reaus.”

POWERS AND DUTIES OF 
THE COMMISSIONER 


(1)—Broad Inquisitorial Powers—(a) 
May address inquiries upon any phase of 
its organization, maintenance and opera- 
tion to any individual, association or bu- 
reau engaged in making rates, and may 
require the filing of schedules, rates, 
forms, rules, ete., etc. (Sec. 1.) 

(b) Must examine all rating bureaus 
at least every three years, or accept re- 
port of some other department of insur- 
ance. This report shall be filed in the 
commissioner’s office and noted in his an- 
nual report. 

(2)—Direct Power Over Rates to De- 
termine Whether They Are Discriminatory 
or Unjust—(a) Upon written complaint, 
or his own motion, may review any rate. 
(Sec. 6.) 

(b) May order the discriminative or 
unjust rate removed, and may fix and or- 
der a rate in lieu of the bureau rate found 
to be discriminatory or unjust, and the 
rate so ordered and fixed shall become the 
bureau rate. (Sec. 6.) 

(c) Orders subject to court review and 
suspended pending same. (Sec. 6.) 

(ad) No action shall be taken by the 
commissioner unless upon a written de- 
tailed complaint under oath of the persons 
interested—-copy of which must be served 
upon the company or bureau concerned, 
at least ten days before the hearing.

(e) Where a company files notice of 
variation in rate below that fixed by a 
bureau, or by the commissioner, it may 





not be increased within a year without the 
approval of the commissioner. (Sec. 2.) 

(3)—Rate Making Agreements—(a) 
Rate making agreements made in accord- 
ance with this act may be disapproved by 
the commissioner upon complaint or upon 
his own motion. (Sec. 5.) 

(b) Service of such order, which may 
be by mail, must be made upon each of 
the parties to the agreement—and the or- 
der is subject to review by the courts. 
(Sec. 5 and 6.) 

(4)—Revocation of License—May sus- 
pend or revoke the license of any com- 
pany, agent or broker guilty of violation 
of this act, or any order or findings of 
the commissioner. (Sec. 7.) 

(5)—Fees—May assess the bureaus for 
examination the same fees required for 
examination of foreign fire insurance com- 
panies. (Sec. 7.)

POWERS AND DUTIES OF 
THE RATING BUREAUS

(6)—Expenses—Each bureau may as- 
sess expense of bureau upon membership 
in proportion to gross premiums received 
during preceding year, and may charge a 
fee not to exceed $50. (Sec. 3.) 

(7)—Votes—Each bureau must permit 
each member to have one vote. (Sec. 3.) 

(8)—Office—Each bureau must main- 
oe e office within the United States. 
(Sec. 3. 

(9)—Inspections—Each bureau shall in- 
spect each risk specifically rated by it 
upen schedule, make a written survey, 
file same as a permanent record in its 
office, and furnish a copy to the owner 
upon request. (Sec. 4.) 

(10) — Rate Agreements — No rating 
bureau shall enter into any rate making 
agreement unless in compliance with this 
act. (Sec. 5.) 

(11)—Filing Agreements — Companies 
must file copies of rate agreements with 
each bureau of which any of the parties 
thereto are members. (Sec. 5.) 

(12)—Correction of Rates—The com- 
missioner may order removed any bureau 
rate found to be discriminatory, and sub- 
stitute a rate which shall become the 
bureau rate. (Sec. 6.) 

(13) — Copies of Complaints — Each 
bureau concerned is entitled to have copy 
of complaint as to rates served upon it 
oo ~~ in advance of a hearing thereon.

(14)—Court Supett- Anybody aggrieved 
by an order or decision by the commis- 
sioner may appeal to the courts, and ob- 
tain suspension of order pending hearing 
thereof.

(15) — Penalty — Any rating bureau 
guilty of violation of this act or orders 
and findings of commissioner made there- 
under may be fined between $100 and 
$5,000.

In this connection 
we wish to state that we are going right 
ahead with our plan and if you have any 
doubts as to our ability to proceed as we 
planned, you might communicate with 
some of the insurance companies with 
which we are doing business. 

Thirdly, our defense will be attended to 
by former Insurance Commissioner BE. H. 
Moore of Ohio, and when this case goes 
to trial, can assure you that several 
ee developments will be brought 
to light.

NEWS OF FIRE PREVENTION 


Timely Comments on Hazards, 
Protective Devices and 


Kindred Topics 


NOTHER verdict has been given 
A by the courts showing the new 

trend in decisions to hold per- 
sonally liable for loss by fire those 
who by neglect or carelessness cause 
the loss. In St. Louis county, Mo., 
there was a dwelling located at Grove 
street and Amin avenue in Glendale, a 
suburb of St. Louis. It was occupied 
by W. G. Murdock. On Jan. 21, 1914, 
James A. Weindel, a neighbor, was 
burning some leaves on his property 
across the street. The wind blew the 
sparks and finally set fire to the house 
which Murdock occupied. The owner 
carried no insurance but brought suit 
at once against Weindell and has se- 
cured judgment for $3,500. Murdock 
collected his insurance and the insur- 
ance companies will now subrogate the 
loss and bring suit. 





IMPORTANT NEW YORE DECISION 


Another important case of personal li- 
ability was given in a verdict reached in 
the supreme court of New York sitting at 
Syracuse recently when 51,608 was 
awarded to the Globe Malleable Iron & 
Steel Company and twenty-one fire insur- 
ance companies against the New York 
Central railroad. The damages were al- 
lowed for the refusal of a crew of a 
freight train to break the train and allow 
the fire department to get through dur- 
ing a fire at Syracuse, therefore delaying 
the arrival at a fire in the plant of the 
Globe company. 


Two Questions Were Raised 


The judge in charging the jury present- 
ed two questions as to the railroad’s li- 
ability. The first was, whether the rail- 
road was guilty of negligence in obstruct- 
ing the avenue with a freight train and 
thereby hindering and delaying the fire- 
men in their efforts to get at the fire. The 
second, if the railroad was guilty in that 
respect, whether its negligence was the 
proximate cause of the loss of any part 
of the property burned. The jury an- 
swered both of these questions in the 
affirmative. 

There was a difference of opinion from 
experts as to whether the fire could have 
been checked if the fire department had 
not been delayed. Former Chief Croker 
of New York claimed that it could not, 
because of the large area in which it 
started. Others claimed that it could 
have been handled if the department had 
arrived in time. The trial brought out 
the fact that the freight train was three 
oo late and it was trying to make up 
ime. 





City Officials Get Busy 


Probably as one of the direct results of 
the recommendations made by the Wis- 
consin Inspection Bureau regarding con- 
ditions at Kenosha, Wis., the officials of 
that city are taking steps toward the 
improvement of fire protection facilities. 
The board of water commissioners is call- 
ing for bids for the construction of a 
cast iron intake, 10,000 feet in length, 
also a crib 30 feet square and a well 24 
feet in diameter and 30 feet deep. It is 
estimated that the work of improving the 
waterworks alone will mean an expendi- 
ture of $160,000. 





Preparing Rules for Gasolene 


An amendment to the fire marshal law 
of Michigan gives the state fire marshal 
and his deputy power to formulate rules 
for the storage of gasolene and other ex- 
plosives. Fire Marshal Winship and Dep- 
uty Fire-Marshal Robinson are compiling 
some up-to-date rules and regulations. 

Under the amendment to the Michigan 
fire marshal law made last winter, local 
officials who are required to make reports 
of fires will hereafter receive pay. The 
fee will be 25 cents for each report. Clerks 
in the fire marshal’s office are now busily 
engaged preparing to mail out copies of 
the new law, new regulations, new forms 
and section blanks, etc., to all fire chiefs 
and local authorities in the state. 


FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


The fire alarm system at Hancock, 
Mich., will be improved. 

Battle Creek, Mich., will lay half a 
mile of new water mains. 

The village of Saranac, Mich., now has 
a waterworks and fire department, with 
fire bell alarm. 

At Fredericksburg, Iowa, an_ election 
will be called to vote on the proposition 
of issuing $10,000 waterworks bonds. 

The city clerk of Ann Arbor, Mich., is 
receiving bids until July 2 on one com- 
bination hose and pumping engine, 750 
gal. capacity, 100 h. p. six-cylinder motor, 
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also one six-cylinder combination truck 
and other standard equipment. 

The city of Owosso, Mich., is adding to 
its water supply by purchasing of addi- 
tional land and putting down new wells. 


The sum of $15,000 has been voted by 
the village of Mancelona, Mich., to put 
the waterworks plant in good condition. 

At Robbinsdale, Minn., the village coun- 
cil is considering the issuing of $15,000 
bonds for the erection of a waterworks 
plant. 

At Lakefield, Minn., the issuing of $31,- 
000 bonds for improving the electric light 
plant and providing an ample supply of 
water is being considered. 


Ahmeek, in the upper peninsula of 
Michigan, has voted bonds for $17,500 to 
install a water system. Water will be 
piped from the Allouez dam. 

The village of Woodland, Mich., is in- 
specting fire fighting apparatus in other 
small towns with a view to purchasing 
equipment for its own needs. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., has let contracts for 
a hook and ladder truck, at $5,000, a 
tractor for a hook and ladder truck, at 
$3,200, and three hose and chemical wag- 
ons, at $4,000 each. 


The water committee of the city coun- 
cil of Gadsden, Ala., has favorably re- 
ported upon the plan to extend -water 
mains on four streets in West Gadsden, 
the improvements to cost about $6,000. 

The town of Northport, Ala., which, it 
was recently announced, had let the con- 
tract for the construction of a water- 
works system, was visited by a serious 
fire on June 10, which threatened the de- 
struction of the entire city. The bucket 
— succeeded in extinguishing the 
re. 


_The city of Grand Haven, Mich., is con- 
sidering the purchase of a chemical motor 
truck, which with some other improve- 
ments will bring the present rating of 


fourth class down to three and a half.. 


City Manager Beck is making an investi- 
gation as to the saving in insurance rates 
that will result. 

North Fort Worth, which is served by 
a separate water plant from the main 
part of the city of Fort Worth, was with- 





out water for a time last week as a 
result of the flood, which cut it off from 
the city south of the Trinity river for 
several days and washed out part of its 
water mains. 

Ira H. Hoagland, secretary of the Na- 
tional Automatic Sprinkler Association 
of New York, delivered an address in 
Louisville, June 15, under the auspices 
of the Louisville Engineers & Architects 
Club. Mr. Hoagland took the ground that 
only by the use of sprinkler equipment, 
which controls the fire at the moment of 
its origin, can the fight against loss be 
made a winning one. 

Following the notice of the City Com- 
missioners of Birmingham of their de- 
sire to purchase the waterworks plant, 
arrangements are being made by the Bir- 
mingham Waterworks Company to sub- 
mit an inventory of its property, which 
will require two or three weeks time. 
If the inventory proves acceptable to the 
commissoners a purchase will be made, 
which will be passed upon by the citi- 
zens by means of a referendum election. 

Of six bond issues recently voted upon 
by the property paying voters of Austin, 
Tex., all carried except one and that was 
the one to provide $25,000 for the in- 
stallation of an electric fire alarm sys- 
tem. Austin, although of 40,000 popula- 
tion, never has had a modern fire alarm 
system. Its fire department is a volun- 
teer organization, there being ng paid men 
once the drivers of hose wagons and 
trucks.

THE great street and elevated car 
strike in Chicago that paralyzed the 
transportation facilities of the metrop- 
olis this week brought out many fea- 
tures of human interest. One of the 
problems that confronted workers that 
resided several miles from the business 
center and who had relied on the sur- 
face or elevated lines was how to get 
downtown. ‘The strike was called at 
midnight Sunday and most people were 
not aware of the difficult problem until 
they glanced at the morning papers. 
Here is one story out of the many that 
could be told. It is the comment of 
the office manager of a western depart- 
ment of a fire company. He said: 


“When I found out early Monday 
morning that the strike was on, I knew 
that most of our employes would have 
great difficulty in reaching the office. 
I ran over the men, women and boys 
in my mind and just figured out that 
certain ones would be on hand, prob- 
ably a trifle late, but they would get 
there in good season. Then I felt sure 
that there would be others, and I 
named them to myself, who would not 
get down until late. The latter com- 
prise clerks that are chronically late. 
They are on the “sick” list every once 
in a while. They are the employes that 
jump and run as soon as the clock gets 
within five minutes of quitting time. 
They are always looking for a soft 
snap, they do as little as possible to 
hold their positions. They work per- 
functorily, just because they have to 
earn a living. They take but little in- 
terest in their task. They are the loaf- 
ers, the ones that are continually com- 
plaining because they do not get a 

“raise” or because they are not pro- 
moted. 

“The men who were at the office in 
reasonable season were the employes 
who had anticipated that the strike 
might be called and were up an hour 
earlier to arrange for means of getting 
to business. They were our heads of 
departments and those that were in- 
terested in their work, who assumed re- 
sponsibility and who felt that the work 
of this office was theirs just as much as 
it was the manager’s. They comprised 
the element that are always on the job, 
who advance because they deserve it, 
who labor with their brains and who 
do not watch the clock. 

“When I reached the office I found 
conditions just as I had anticipated. 
The men of worth, who considered that 
the work of our office was theirs, were 
on hand,.some probably a half hour 
late, but they came in good season, 
The others, the drones, the idlers, the 
soft snap people, took it for granted 
that they could not get down to work 
and did not try until the best part of 
the forenoon was gone, They straggled 
in three hours late. Of course we 
could say nothing, but after all it is 
just evidences of this kind that show 
a manager what kind of help he has, 





who can be relied on and who cannot. 
Take election days for example. The 
law gives employes a certain time in 
which to vote. The men and women 
who came late this week and who made 
but little effort to get down to work 
always take the full time allowed them 
to vote. Others vote and use just as 
little time as possible at it. They get 
right back to their desks. Then some 
men and women wonder why it is that 
the “boss” does not help them along 
and why some are advanced and others 
are not. This strike just brings out the 
reason.” 





DANGER SIGNALS 

Wen G. H. Lermirt was president of 
the WESTERN Union he called attention in 
one of his addresses in a very striking 
and forceful way to the dangers that con- 
fronted the companies from loose meth- 
ods of adjusting and settling losses. He 
went even so far as to say that incendiar- 
ism had been increased because the com- 
panies made it so easy for firebugs to get 
money. 

Fire insurance has come to be known as 
the soonest and surest way of raising 
money upon good or poor property. The 
temptation, therefore, is always open to 
the dishonest man in time of stress to 
cash in on his insurance. Even men who 
are reasonably honorable in times of pros- 
perity and who would not under ordinary 
conditions think of engaging in any prac- 
tice that is dishonorable, are tempted to 
become careless or criminal in- hard times 
and are often found classed among those 
that are converting their fire insurance 
into ready cash. 

The dangers to which fire insurance 
companies are exposed are augmented by 
the present financial situation in this 
country. Various state fire marshals- have 
called attention to the fact that they are 
handicapped very frequently by the 
rapidity with which some companies try 
to adjust losses. Some local agents hound 
their companies for speedy losses in order 
to incur the favor of the assured, and to 
get an advertising advantage. 

We believe that it is high time for a 
halt to be called and for company officials 
and managers to consider very seriously 
the effect that rapid settlement of losses 
is having on the loss ratio. We feel that 
it would be a most excellent time to fol- 
low strictly the lines of the policy con- 
tract as to time for payment of losses and 
to take advantage of the sixty days pay- 
ment clause. Paying losses without dis- 
count and being in a hurry to get a draft 
in the hands of the claimant has intensi- 
fied the temptation to burn out and no 
doubt if the facts could be known, speedy 
loss settlements have become one serious 
cause in stimulating the crime of arson. 





ENCOURAGING SIGN 

Fire underwriters are finding much 
satisfaction in the lower fire loss for this 
year. In the first five months there has 
been a decrease of $22,000,000 in the 
losses as compared with the record of 
last year. May proved to be a very good 
month and June has started out excel- 
lently. It is greatly to be hoped that 1915 
may put a new record on the map.

W. B. Eastham art Broken Bow, Neb., 
has been appointed state insurance 
commissioner to succeed L. G. Brian, 
who was not reappointed for political 
reasons. Mr. Eastham will take the 
office about the middle of July. He is 
at present deputy state auditor. 

There were several candidates for 
the place including a number of insur- 
ance men, but the state insurance board 
eliminated almost all of them by de- 
claring that no one who was active in 
boosting the rate regulation bill last 
winter could hope to win. The board 
was unanimously opposed to that meas- 
ure. The decree took in Commissioner 
Brian also, who had favored the legis- 
lation openly. 

Mr. Eastham was at one time a dis- 
trict internal revenue collector, and for 
many years has been in the real estate 
and insurance business in a small coun- 
try town.

INSANE UNDERWRITING 


INSURANCE newspaper men who get 
“cussed out” for criticising the manner 
in which different branches of the busi- 
ness are conducted can get a certain 
amount of satisfaction when one of the 
company papers takes a few good 
cracks at the follies of the times. The 
June issue of the “National Agents 
Record,” the paper of the NATIONAL 
Casualty of Detroit, has an excellent 
editorial on the development and pres- 
ent condition of the accident business. 
It says in part: 

“Accident insurance started cau- 
tiously and slowly, and for years kept 
strictly within a zone of safety. In 
time the success of the business began 
to attract attention and new companies 
were organized. Nothing else looks 
quite so good to a new company as a 
line of established business, and there- 
fore to attract the agent with such a 
line, first different and more liberal 
policies, second a little more commis- 
sion, third a title, fourth an office and 
overhead expense, fifth privilege to set- 
tle claims. That won them. The 
temptation was irresistible. The old 
companies moved up into line. Pres- 
ently another group of new companies 
with more liberal policies and other 
inducements. The agents smiled and 
fell in line after having larger pockets 
put on their vests. It wasn’t their af- 
fair how the companies finished. 

“But that wasn’t the end. All the old 
companies moved up into line, but an- 
other new crop came along, and then 
another, and each said, ‘We being new 
must have more attractive and more 
liberal policies than the old companies,’ 
and so when they couldn’t think of any 
more frills to put in, they began to cut 
out some of the very necessary protec- 
tive clauses, and now the business as a 
whole is paying the penalty. Acquisi- 
tion cost is out of bounds and is abso- 
lutely unreasonable. Claims ratios are 
soaring, and the unhappy underwriter 
is wondering just where he is at. The 
automobile came wheezing and puffing 
in. A new and great hazard, but the 
companies get no more than they did 
before for the policy. 

“Now comes the war. Most of the 
world is involved. All Europe and 
most of Asia. But we are safe. Yes, 
indeed, no chance or danger here. No, 
certainly not. Canada is at war. Mex- 
ico is at war, and our Atlantic seabord 
is patrolled by war vessels. That puts 
‘war on three sides of us, and our 
Policyholders are scattered all over the 
world. But there is no clause in the 
policy of today to protect a company 
against the war hazard. The business 
is now going to pay one of the penal- 
ties for short-sighted, foolish under- 
writing. An illustration is found in the 
disaster to the Lusitania. The whole 
cost will be about $1,000,000. If we say 
nothing at all of the war risk, but 
which should be excluded, we still find 
that the double indemnity and accumu- 
lation and beneficiary clauses—for 
which companies did not receive even 
an extra penny of premium—cost about 
$600,000 of the $1,000,000. It is high 
time for a return to saner under- 
writing.”

STINGY PAYMASTERS 

Ir 1T be a fact, as reported, that ten 
men have left the service of the Wiscon- 
sin industrial commission within the past 
three years to accept positions paying 
higher compensation, it stands to the 
credit of the industrial commission for 
selecting men that other people want, but 
it is not to the credit of the state of Wis- 
consin that good men cannot be retained 
more permanently in its service. 

Reading over workmen’s compensation 
laws, one is often struck with the fact 
that legislatures seem usually to think 
that an actuary or statistician is worth 
about as much as a bookkeeper in a 
medium-sized commercial concern. In 
fixing salaries for public officials and 
employes, legislatures appear at times to 
adopt a system of giving low compensa- 
tion for the actual work that is to be 
accomplished, but adding enough for 
political activity to bring the salaries of 
certain officials up to a very fair figure. 
Those who are not paid for political 
activity, however, are likely to suffer. 








FOREIGN COMPANIES 

WHETHER or not one admires all that 
the GENERAL AccIDENT has done in the 
United States, he cannot withhold a cer- 
tain admiration for the nerve of the home 
office in sending more than a million dol- 
lars to this country within the past two 
years. The general manager says that the 
corporation will send over another mil- 
lion dollars if necessary. 

It is this determination to stand by 
their guns and fight the battle through 
which has so often been shown by for- 
eign companies doing business in this 
country that gives the public that confi- 
dence in them, so valuable at times like 
the present. There have been over-cau- 
tious people who since the beginning of 
the European war have been afraid of 
the insurance they carried in United 
States branches of foreign companies, 
even though in many cases the United 
States branches alone are stronger than 
many of the American companies. Taken 
as a whole, the history of the foreign 
companies operating in the United States 
has been such as to warrant entire confi- 
dence in them. 





COURTS STAND ON FORMS 
OF BONDS AS EXECUTED 


Where the statutes prescribe a form 
of bond to be given by contractors on 
public work, providing that the surety 
shall be liable to materialmen and la- 
borers, but- public officials fail to re- 
quire this form and accept a form not 
making the surety thus liable, it appears 
to be the tendency of the courts to 
stand on the bonds as actually executed, 
leaving the officials or, public board 
liable to material men and laborers 
where the contractor defaults. 

In the superior court of Pierce 
county, Wash., at Tacoma, in the cases 
of Addison Hill Lumber Company vs. 
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Qualls, school district and Chicago 
Bonding, and Galbraith, Brown & Co. 
against the same defendants, the Chi- 
cago Bonding demurred on the ground 
that its own form of bond had been 
used instead of the statutory form and 
the court sustained the demurrer and 
discharged it as a defendant. It has 
had one or two similar experiences in 
Wisconsin.

RELEASE OF ATTACHMENT 
BOND CAUSES TANGLE 


Attorneys of the United States Fidel- 
ity & Guaranty appeared before the su- 





perior court at Hartford, Conn., last 
Friday to argue the claim of that com- 
pany against the assets of the defunct 
Aetna Indemnity, which James E, 
Wheeler of New Haven, the court’s 
committee on claims, reported should 
be disallowed. This claim, amounting 
to $20,000, grew out of the guaranty 
company going on a bond to release 
Aetna Indemnity assets from attach- 
ment in New York state. The suit in 
which the attachment was made went 
to final judgment, but by that time was 
against the anciliary receiver in New 
York. It is the claim of the Connecti- 
cut receiver that the only claim the 
guaranty company can have is against 
the Aetna Indemnity assets in New 
York. Briefs will be submitted.

TO STRENGTHEN ASSOCIATION 





Local Misunderstandings Being Cleared 
Up by Secretary of Surety Asso- 
ciation of America 





R. R. Gilkey, secretary of the Surety 
Association of America, has been in 
Chicago for a number of days visiting 
local surety men, with a view to 
strengthening the Surety Underwriters 
Association of Chicago. So far he has 
spent most of his time clearing away 
misunderstandings which had resulted 
in a serious weakening of the local or- 
ganization. After this work is com- 
pleted, it is hoped that plans can be ef- 
fected which will make the Chicago 
association a more efficient factor in 
the business. 


Situation Unsatisfactory 


For some time past the local situa- 
tion has been unsatisfactory and has 
been growing worse rather than better. 
The Illinois Surety, as a company, has 
not been a member of the local asso- 
ciation in a number of years, although 
its general agency usually has been. 
Following the trouble over the placing 
of the city treasurer’s bond, the Chi- 
cago Bonding retired from the local 
organization, and more recently the 
Aetna Accident & Liability followed 
the same course. 


Charges of Bad Practices 


Charges of rate cutting and rebating 
have been somewhat common, and, 
while these practices do not prevail to 
a serious extent, they have caused much 
irritation. The attitude of certain com- 
panies in refusing lines on large bonds, 
unless they could have them direct 
without payment of cosurety or rein- 
surance commissions, has also caused 
uneasiness and resentment, even though 
it was admitted that in one case at least 
there was ground for this course. Tak- 
ing small irregularities too seriously 
and construing individual actions into 
settled policies have resulted in sus- 
picion and want of cooperation. 


Desire a Strong Organization 


For weeks past the opinion has been 
generally expressed that the local asso- 
ciation ought to be put on a better 
basis. Everybody recognizes the need 
of a strong organization, such as those 
at Detroit, Cleveland, Louisville and 
other points, where something is actu- 
ally accomplished for the good of the 
business. However, nobody seemed to 
regard it as his duty to start anything 
on this line. Mr. Gilkey knows the 
Chicago situation and the Chicago men 
and he can undoubtedly do much in a 
few days to improve matters. 


Many Bonds to Be Written 


Warehousemen may give surety bonds 
to protect the contents of their ware- 
houses, under the terms of a law passed 
by the last Kansas legislature, but under 
the terms of another law every commis- 
sion firm handling farm produce on com- 
mission must give such a bond. There 
will be considerable competition for these 
bonds, the various agents of bonding com- 
panies already having circularized the 
state with a view to getting them. There 
are about 400 such firms in Kansas. Some 
of them probably will go out of the busi- 
ness rather than comply with the new law, 
but approximately 300 bonds are likely 
to be written, all of them small. 


To Write Surety 


The California Casualty proposes to 
increase its capital from $100,000 to $200,- 
000 to enable it to write fidelity and 
surety. The stockholders will meet July 
9 to vote on the subject,

GLAD THAT STRIKE IS OVER 








Chicago Casualty Men Had Anxious 
Moments While Street Car 
Traffic Was Tied Up 





Chicago casualty men heaved a sigh 
of relief on Wednesday morning when 
it was announced that the great street 
car strike had been called off after two 
days’ duration. It was a peaceful strike 
and losses, aside from those due to 
street congestion, amounted to little. 
Plate glass men, however, recognized 
how serious a matter it would be for 
them if rioting should occur. One 
prominent plate glass manager stated 
that while the companies would be re- 
lieved of liability under such conditions, 
they could not afford to take advantage 
of that relief, but would have to admit 
liability unless a condition similar to 
war arose, 

Accident underwriters looked for a 
large number of claims, due mainly to 
street crowding and the adoption of un- 
usual methods of transportation; men 
riding on the pilots of locomotives are 
not favorably regarded as accident 
risks. Accident insurance agents got 
busy, and some of them are reported 
as having reaped a nice little harvest. 
Some made a special drive to sell lim- 
ited travel policies which would cover 
on public conveyances, such as auto 
trucks, express wagons and the like 
impressed into the passenger carrying 
traffic. 

Of course, the automobile underwrit- 
ers had the most interest in the situa- 
tion. Some of their problems are men- 
tioned in the automobile insurance de- 
partment.

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COMPANIES FILE THEIR RATES 





New Washington Antidiscrimination 
Law Promises Some Relief From 
Demoralized Conditions 





Seattle, Wash., June 16.—(Special.)— 
Under the new antidiscrimination law 
all insurance companies are required 
to file a schedule of rates. According 
to information received the larger of 
the plate glass companies have filed the 
following rates for Washington: In 
the cities of Seattle, Tacoma and Spo- 
kane the regular plate glass manual 
rates will be followed with a reduction 
of 33% percent. Outside of these cities 
the rate is manual less 20 percent. It 
is said that one or two of the smaller 
plate glass companies have filed a 
slight variation from this standard. In 
case the companies had all adopted the 
same schedule it would have put a stop 
to the slaughtering of rates, the de- 
moralization that has existed in the past. 

The present automobile and other 
liability rates as named in the present 
manual will be adopted and filed by 
nearly all the companies writing busi- 
ness, 

Under the law the insurance depart- 
ment is given power to reject a sched- 
ule of rates filed by a company, which 
investigation shows would tend to 
prove unsafe business.

New York, Oklahoma and Missouri 
Report on St. Louis Company

The statement of the Southern Surety 
as of March 31, as made up by the ex- 
aminers of the New York, Missouri and 
Oklahoma departments, shows: Admit- 
ted assets, $1,396,171; liabilities except 
capital, $701,209; capital, $600,000; net 
surplus, $94,961. This is a reduction in 
surplus of $16,600 as compared with the 
company’s own statement of that date. 

Changes in Surplus 

The examiners increased the claim 
reserve $68,952 and made increases in a 
number of other liability items. They 
reduced the values of bonds by $4,000, 
of stocks by $7,000 and several other 
assets items by smaller amounts, mak- 
ing in all a reduction in surplus amount- 
ing to $107,048. They increased the 
value of bills and accounts receivable 
$15,000; advances on contracts, $21,198;

_ The report gives details of the arrange- 

ment between the Southern Surety and the 
Missouri Fidelity & Casualty and con- 
cludes as follows:

OBJECT TO $3.50 MINE RATE 





Kentucky Operators Deceived by De- 
funct Compensation Law—Want 
a Lower Figure 





Only two liability companies are 
writing coal mines in Kentucky at 
present, one of these, the Georgia Cas- 
ualty, being a nonconference company. 
The Maryland Casualty, which is the 
single conference company of the fif- 
teen licensed to do business in the 
state accepting business of this sort, 
is writing a limited number of mines 
which are well equipped. The coal op- 
erators seem to believe that the rate of 
$3.50 which is being charged is too 
high. The Georgia Casualty, which 
formerly handled the business as low 
as $2 or $2.50, has advanced its rate to 
$3.50 also. The operators were misled 
by the fact that the workmen’s com- 
pensation law enacted in Kentucky last 
year, which carried a maximum rate of 
$1.25, would have given them tempo- 
rary protection at a much lower rate 
than the stock companies offered, and 
seem to believe that the latter are 
charging an excessive rate. It is point- 
ed out by liability underwriters, how- 
ever, that the rate is less than that 
charged for a number of other appar- 
ently more desirable classes. One of 
the contributing causes to the receiver- 
ship of the Employers’ Indemnity is 
said to have been its heavy coal mine 
losses in Kentucky.

NEW CONTINENTAL POLICIES

“Infirmity Insurance” Is Introduced by 
Chicago Company—Contract for 
Automobile Owners 





’ The Continental Casualty of Chicago 
has now put on the market its “Infirm- 
ity Insurance” policy, about which 
there was talk several months ago. 
The insuring clause is as follows: 

“The insurance hereby given is 
against loss resulting to the insured 
from his physical inability to attend to 
the duties of his usual business or oc- 
cupation by reason of bodily infirmity 
which originates after the date of this 
policy independently of any previous 
physical impairment.” 

Principal Benefits 


The policy has no principal sum. It 


- pays $25 per week for total loss of 


time, limit 200 weeks; $12.50 per week 
for partial loss of time, limit 20 weeks; 
$50 per week while receiving treatment 
at and a resident in a licensed hospital, 
limit 10 weeks; $5 to $100 in addition 
to the foregoing for surgeons’ fees for 
various operations; not over $25 for 
physician’s services, though not dis- 
abled. It is effective immediately on 
issue. Indemnity is payable at the end 
of each four weeks of disability. It is 
issued only to select and preferred 
risks. 
Rates Are Named 


Under the “ordinary” form, which 
eliminates the first seven days of dis- 
ability, the rates are as follows: Ages 
21-44, $40 per year; 45-54, $50; 55-60, 
$60. For the “special form” covering 
also the first week of disability, the 
rates are $15 a year higher. Where the 
applicant within sixty days previous to 
securing one of these policies has 
passed an examination and secured life 
insurance in a legal reserve company, 
or where he passes a medical examina- 
tion at the hands of a physician chosen 
by the company, and at the expense of 
the applicant himself, the rate is $5 
lower for each class than those given 
above. 

Automobile Owner’s Contract 


_ The Continental Casualty has also 
issued a new form of accident policy 
insuring owners of automobiles whose 
liability insurance is carried in that 
company. In consideration of $3 a 
year the company attaches as a rider 
to the automobile liability policy grant- 
ing this supplementary accident policy, 
covering for accidental loss of life, limb 
or sight, while the assured is riding in 
the automobile or one of the automo- 
biles covered by the liability policy. 

_ The principal sum is $2,500. This 
Increases $1,250 per year for two years 
on full payment of premium until it 
has doubled. The principal sum is paid 
for loss of life; two-thirds of the prin- 
cipal sum for loss of both hands, both 
feet or one hand and one foot, or the 
loss of sight of both eyes; one-third of 
the principal sum for loss of either 
hand or either foot, and one-fourth the 
Principal sum for loss of the entire 
sight of one eye. 





Travelers’ “Lusitania” Claims 


Five “Lusitania” claims have been 
paid by the Travelers to date, totaling 
$162,000. The largest claim paid was 
that of the heirs of Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt, $100,000. To the heirs of Elbert 
Hubbard of East Aurora, N. Y., $15,000 





has been paid. A claim of $30,000 has 
been paid to a resident of California, a 
claim of $1,000 to a resident of Mary- 
land and a claim of $16,000 to a resident 
of Quebec. 


Casualty Company Wins 


Before the supreme court of Michigan 
the New Amsterdam Casualty has won 
the suit brought against it by Mrs. Lettie 
Rathman, under an accident policy held 
by her husband, the late Paul Rathman. 
Rathman fell, or jumped, from _a steamer 
crossing the Atlantic ocean. His widow 
claimed that it was an accident. The cas- 
ualty company claimed that he had suf- 
fered from a long illness and that he 
either fell as the result of weakness or 
jumped while of unsound mind. In the 
lower court judgment was given against 
the casualty company and it is reversed. 





Two Years In Penitentiary 


Joseph Marion Morgan, recently arrested 
in North Carolina by post office and 
Hooper-Holmes Bureau inspectors, has 
been sentenced to two years in the At- 
lanta penitentiary for fraudulent use of 
the mails. He admitted collecting claims 
from accident companies for the past ten 
years under various aliases. He was 
ee as Theodore Hunnicutt when ar- 
rested.

The live stock insurance business has 
been built up, to a very great extent, 
on the slogan of indemnity for death 
from any cause. Of late one or two 
companies have put upon the market 
policies which contain limitations not 
heretofore known in the business. For 
example, at a lower price a policy is 
offered, which insures horses against 
death from any cause except colic. As 
colic is the most prolific cause of 
deaths among horses a policy of this 
kind is very far from being equivalent 
to one of the regular form. Agents are 
not very likely to explain fully to a 
prospect that he is securing a policy 
which gives only a limited coverage 
and the result will be that when claims 
are offered and are turned down as not 
being covered, there is likely to be dis- 
satisfaction. Possibly trade jealousy 
may have something to do with the 
case, but it is a fact that underwriters 
of most of the companies view this 
innovation with some apprehension, 
fearing that it is going to cause an 
amount of dissatisfaction in live stock 
insurance business that has never ex- 


_isted in the past.

MAKES RULES FOR MUTUALS 





Indiana Industrial Board Lays Down 
Requirements Regarding: Reserves, 
Deposits and the Like 





The Indiana industrial board, which 
administers the workmen’s compensa- 
tion law, has issued an opinion covering 
certain points in the organization and 
regulation of mutual liability compa- 
nies. Any mutual company must rep- 
resent a payroll of at least $1,500,000. 





A continuing deposit of $25,000, which 
must be replenished whenever impaired 
through payments for injury or disabil- 
ity, is required. The rules laid down by 
the board also specify a reserve equal to 
50 percent of current annual premiums. 

There is a provision against with- 
drawals, making it impossible for any 
member in a mutual company to resign 
his membership and obligations until 
he has met his part of the cost of ac- 
cruing disability charges. 

As with stock companies, the mutual 
organizations will be required to depos- 
it in a bank, trust company or other 
authorized agency a sum of money 
equal to the matured amount of each 
liability.

If Washington Law Is Held Void Great 
Scramble for Business Will 
Follow 





Seattle, Wash., June 12.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Agents throughout 
Washington are greatly interested in the 
expected decision of the United States 
supreme court in the case of the State 
of Washington vs. Mountain Timber 
Company, appellants. This is the test 
of the workmen’s compensation act and 
the decision of the supreme court 1s 
expected any day. Many of the leading 
attorneys of the state are of the im- 
pression that the court will hold the 
law unconstitutional inasmuch as it re- 
quires the manufacturer and contractor 
to pay his premiums into the state and 
the state disburses the same to injured 
employes without giving the employer 
the opportunity of purchasing his in- 
surance from liability insurance com- 
panies, 


Great Scramble Expected 


In the event the law is overruled 
there will be one of the greatest 
scrambles for liability business by the 
casualty companies ever seen on the 
coast and they will all start practically 
with an even break. Several high off- 
cials of various casualty companies 
have visited Washington within the last 
few weeks and there is a general cur- 
rent of feeling that, in the classic lan- 


guage of Billie Baxter, “there is some- 
thing doing.” 


LUMP SUM PAYMENT UPHELD 


The award of lump sums by courts to 
injured workmen~under the workmen’s 
compensation law of Kansas, is sustained 
by a decision of the supreme court of 
that state. The court held that while an 
employer may be allowed to escape from 
liability by paying in a lump sum 80 
percent of the amount to come due in 
weekly settlements, and that while the 
employe might sustain an action in court 
for the same 80 percent in case he has 
reason to believe the security of his regu- 
lar payment of compensation may be 
doubted, the employer has no recourse 
where a court, in finding for an injured 
employe, awards a lump sum instead of 
weekly indemnity. 


Statement of Facts. 


The case was that of Zelore Roberts 
against the Wolff Packing Company of 
Topeka. Roberts fell down an elevator 
shaft, was severely injured and incapaci- 
tated for work about a year, and there- 
after, on an agreed statement of facts, 
will not be able to earn over $3 a week 
for many years, perhaps never. He was 
earning $12 a week when injured. 

The jury found for him for $6 a week 
for a year and $4.50 a week for the re- 
mainder of the time to which he was 
entitled, and returned a verdict giving 
the net sum. The court reduced it by 
20 percent for immediate settlement, and 
the supreme court upheld the action. 


Several Rulings 


A ruling by the Wisconsin industrial 
commission the past week holds that in- 
jury following a personal quarrel be- 
tween two workmen occurring in a plant 
during working hours and resulting in 
the death of one of the participants, is 
not incident to the employment, and work- 
men’s compensation cannot be recovered. 
In this case the widow of George Arnold, 
a watchman, who was shot and killed by 
a fellow employe, was denied compen- 
sation,

expenses ; the interinsurers used 42 percent. The mutuals paid out 60 percent of their 
earned premiums for compensation; the interinsurers paid out 39 percent.

that state extends to injuries received by 
residents of Connecticut while working 
outside the limits of the state. 
Assistant Attorney-General H. E. Samp- 
son of Iowa has ruled that school teach- 
ers are professionals and are not eligible 
to relief under the Iowa workmen’s com- 
pensation act. Sampson has also ruled 
that cherry pickers are not entitled to 
compensation under the Iowa law. 
Industrial Commissioner Garst of Iowa 
has held that men hurt handling horses 
while employed on Iowa farms are en- 
titled to compensation the same as a 
party employed at any other trade. 


Labor’s Demands in Iowa 


At its meeting at Cedar Rapids, Ia., last 
week the Iowa State Federation of Labor 
adopted resolutions demanding important 
changes in the workmen’s compensation 
law. The federation desires that the 
basis of compensation be made 66% per- 
cent instead of 50 percent of wages; that 
compensation be paid from the day of 
injury; that the minimum be $6 per week 
and the maximum $20 per week, and asks 
a number of other changes. 

State Labor Commissioner A. L. Urick 
was on hand and made a speech denounc- 
ing the conduct of the business by cas- 
ualty companies and urging state insur- 
ance. 


Compensation Notes 


Since the Washington compensation act 
became effective in 1912, 51,409 accidents 
have been reported to the industrial in- 
surance commission and $5,147,391 has 
been collected to meet accident claims, 
indicating that the accidents cost em- 
ployers: on an average about $100 each.

COMPANY IN CHARGE OF STATE 





National Fidelity & Casualty of Omaha 
to Be Dealt With by Authorities 
According to Law 





The National Fidelity & Casualty of 
Omaha, by order of Judge Redick of 
Omaha, has been turned over to the 
state insurance board of Nebraska to 
be dealt with according to law. A. E. 
Agee of Waterloo, Neb., has been ap- 
pointed a special deputy of the insur- 
ance board to take direct charge of it. 
Its liability, burglary and plate glass 
business has been reinsured in the 
Southwestern Surety, leaving only ac- 
cident and bonding business on its 
books. 

President David W. Armstrong, Jr., 
says that the state did everything in 
its power to save the company but the 
State insurance board and the directors 
of the company finally concluded that 
all interests would be best conserved by 
placing it in the hands of the state 
authorities. 

Mr. Armstrong attributes its bad con- 
dition to its having been organized 
without surplus, payment of dividends 
when its resources should have been 
conserved, writing too many lines, in- 
flation of the value of its assets in for- 
mer years and setting aside insufficient 
Teserves for pending losses. The pres- 
ent administration was hampered in its 
efforts to rehabilitate the company by 
the opposition of a small minority of 
stockholders. 





Plans of London & Lancashire 


The London & Lancashire Indemnity 
will immediately enter all the states 








that it can. The London & Lancashire 
Guarantee & Accident will continue in 
business until the new indemnity com- 
pany can get in all the states. For in- 
stance, in Michigan the department has 
made a ruling that no company can 
come in until it has made one annual 
statement.

Upholds Michigan Law 


Though not passing on any portion 
of the act as affecting municipalities, 
the Michigan supreme court on 
Wednesday upheld the constitutionality 
of the workmen’s compensation act en- 
acted by the 1912 legislature. This is 
the first time the general purpose of 
the act as a whole has been interpreted. 
The case was that of Thomas Mackin, 
an employe of the Timkin-Detroit Axle 
Company, who proceeded against the 
company under the common law of 
personal injuries, as if the compensa- 
tion law had not been enacted. He was 
injured Oct. 8, 1912, while oiling shaft- 
ing. The company represented that it 
had elected to abide by the provisions 
of the compensation act and the lower 
court directed Mackin to proceed ac- 
cording to the terms of the new law. 
This finding is now affirmed by the su- 
preme court.

An explanation by Walter C. Faxon,

Mr. Faxon 
says: “The bureau decided to favor 
continuance of business as now written, 
except that on and after Oct. 15, 1915,

zens of Missouri should be standardized 
as to the scale of benefits payable un- 
der the policies providing substantially 
all the stock companies doing business 
in Missouri should concur in the bu- 
reau’s recommendations.” He states 
that the additional premium charge is 
predicated upon the original principal 
sum single benefits written in the poli- 
cy and does not apply in connection 
with the “accumulation clause contained

WILL RAISE COMPENSATION COST 


New York, June 16—(Special—The New 
York court of appeals yesterday upheld 
the lower court and the New York work- 
men’s compensation commission in the 
case of John L. Petrie against Oneida 
Steel Pulley Company. The end of the 
bone of the first phalanx of his third 
finger was crushed in a punch press and 
the ruling was that the loss of any por- 
tion of a bone is equivalent to the loss 
of the entire phalanx, entitling the claim- 
ant to specific indemnity for the loss of 
half a finger. The Utica Mutual Com- 
pensation Company was the insurer and 
it is the first case to be decided by the 
court of appeals. Insurers say it will 
largely increase the cost of injuries of 
this class.

NEW RATES IN WEST JULY 1 





Higher Rates for Theft Insurance and 
Lower Rates for Fire on 
_ Cheap Cars 


Fire only policies on new automo- 
biles costing originally less than $3,500 
will come at the same rate under the 
new schedule which becomes effective 
July 1. Likewise there is no differential 
below $3,500 cars on last year’s models. 
There are differentials on year before 
last models and on three-year-old mod- 
els, but not as large as under the old 
schedule. 

However, a differential is charged on 
theft insurance that more equitably dis- 
tributes the cost among car owners. 
On the lower priced cars which are 
more frequently stolen, the rate is $1.50 
as against 50 cents on higher priced 
machines. An effort was made by some 
automobile underwriters to establish a 
differential in cities of various sizes, as 
is done on liability insurance by the 
casualty companies. Experience tables 
are now being compiled throughout the 
country to determine whether such 
differentials should be made and will 
probably be incorporated in a new 
schedule that will be put in use for the 
next season. 


Five Clatses Instead of Four 


The new schedule contains five class- 
es of cars instead of four. There are 
now 104 different makes in classes A 
and B, seventy-seven in class C, forty- 
four in class D, and eighteen in class 
E. In the old schedule, class B and 
class C were one class and contained 
more models than any other. The loss 
ratio under the theft clause on the 
lower priced cars in the old class B 
was considerably heavier than on the 
higher priced cars, and. the need ot 
the. additional class was felt. Rates as 
shown by the new schedule to be used 
by conference companies in western 
territory, together with the percentages 
of insurance to list prices that will be 
allowed, follow:

No Minimum Premium 


The minimum premium for fire and 
theft policies except on electric cars 
has likewise been removed from the 
schedule. This will permit conference 
companies to compete with a number 


‘issuing fire floaters that have been get- 


ting a big volume of small car business 
from country districts where theft in- 
surance is not desired. 

Dealers’ automobiles are also defined 
in the new schedule as there has been 
some confusion in the past as to just 
what cars were privileged to dealers 
policies. The definition is: “A dealers 
automobile shall be considered any caf 
in the hands of dealers held for sale 
and/or used for demonstrating. Such 
cars may be written only at the dealers 
rates, and may be written either on the

STRIKE FELT IN MANY WAYS 





Policies Made Void by Carrying Pas- 
sengers—Claims Numerous—May 
Prevent Rate Reduction 





Many interesting automobile insur- 
ance questions have arisen out of the 
street car employes’ strike at Chicago. 
When all traffic on the surface and ele- 
vated lines ceased early on Monday 
morning of this week, all the available 
vehicles were pressed into use for car- 
tying the people. Hundreds of private 
pleasure cars were used by their own- 
ers to pick up a fare or two and many 
large motor trucks were transformed 
into passenger vehicles for hire. Prob- 
ably never before in the city’s history 
have the streets been so badly con- 
gested by automobile traffic as during 
the two days the strike was on. Thou- 
sands of people accustomed to land 
near their place of business from the 
street cars landed from suburban rail- 
road trains a number of blocks away 
and walked to their business places. 
Thus the sidewalks and crossings were 
unusually crowded, and the conditions 
were exactly right for many automobile 
accidents, 


Many Auto Policies Voia 


Many owners of automobile policies 
rendered them void through taking on 
Passengers for hire. This applies not 
only to the fire, theft and property 
damage features, but also to the lia- 
bility insurance. Others that were 
More careful sought to get endorse- 
Ments permitting them to engage in 
Passenger carriage. The London & 
Lancashire Guarantee & Accident is- 
Sued a number of permits for motor 
trucks to carry people, the rate for the 
endorsement being $1.50 per day, with 
4 $10 minimum premium. This did not 
Cover the passenger hazard. 

The Georgia Casualty, which is in- 





suring the passenger hazard for all 
kinds of cars, received many inquiries 
from persons who suddenly engaged in 
the carrying of passengers. On Tues- 
day the local office received an inquiry 
for such insurance from the owner of 
a truck, the public liability on which 
was already insured in another com- 
pany. Not having secured a permit to 
engage in passenger carriage, his public 
liability policy was void, and if he had 
taken a policy covering the passenger 
hazard and then run over somebody he 
would not have been protected at all. 
For trucks that had engaged in the car- 
riage of passengers, the local office of 
the Georgia quoted the rate of $20 per 
month for the passenger hazard. The 
Aetna Life issued permits for carrying 
passengers for hire, charging an extra 
premium. At several offices, however, 
it was stated that this would not be 
done. The manager of one important 
office said his company would waive 
the violation of policy provisions 
where the owner of a private car picked 
up a fare or two, but it would not do 
so where cars were actually turned into 
buses. 
May Keep Liability Rates Up 


Before the strike had been declared 
off managers freely expressed the opin- 
ion that this incident would have a bad 
effect on any efforts-to secure a reduc- 
tion in automobile liability rates in Chi- 
cago. This was instanced as one of 
the unexpected occurrences likely any- 
where and any time to cause an abnor- 
mal number of losses and demanding 
that there be a fair margin of profit in 
the business under ordinary conditions 
to meet these excess losses when they 
do occur, 

On Monday 167 automobile accidents 
were reported to the police and on 
Tuesday all investigators employed by 
one company were at work on this 
class of cases.

REVIEW BY MANAGER COX 





Tax Bills Seem to Be the Most Serious 
Menace to Companies and 
Policyholders 





New York, June 12.—That there is a 
substantial reduction in the number and 
size of state laws enacted this year af- 
fecting the business of life insurance, 
as compared with recent years, is 
shown in the ninth annual legislative 
report made to the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents by General Coun- 
sel Robert Lynn Cox. This report 
states that the laws enacted up to ap- 
proximately June 4 number 79, as 
against 97 up to the same time in 1913 
and 94 in 1911. Forty-four legislatures 
have convened since the first of the 
year and one, Georgia’s, will meet on 
June 23. 

Comment by Manager Cox 

Mr..Cox’s report, in part, is as fol- 

lows: 
_ “In presenting our ninth annual leg- 
islative review, we are led to comment 
on a decided change this year in the 
character of legislative proposals con- 
cerning the business of life insurance. 
There is an appreciable falling off in 
the number of measures of a purely 
regulatory nature, both as to those in- 
— and as to those enacted into 
aw. 

“On the other side of the balance 
sheet is the alarming increase in meas- 
ures providing for additional taxation. 
In fact, the swelling volume of taxa- 
tion proposals that were presented this 
year more than overcame, in point of 
numbers, the reduction in other classes 
of measures received. This situation 
reflects agitation and unrest among the 
states on the subject of taxation, 
Largely increased expenditures in prac- 
tically every state are causing officials 
to seek additional sources of revenue 
and the corporations, with their open 
books, become the easiest victims. 

“Of the forty-four legislatures in ses- 
sion thus far this year, all except seven 
have adjourned. Those seven are Ala- 
bama, which has taken a recess until 
July 13; Arizona, Florida, Illinois, Lou- 
isiana, Massachusetts and Wisconsin. 
Florida is expected to adjourn today.

DUPONT BUYS CONTROL 
OF EQUITABLE LIFE 


Speculation as to Whether the 
Company Will Finally 
Mutualize 








STATEMENT MADE BY DAY 





New Owner Organized the Company 
That Erected Home Office Build- 
ing of the Society 





The sale of the controlling interest 
in the Equitable Life of New York by 
J. P. Morgan to General T. Coleman 
duPont, until recently the controlling 
factor in the duPont Powder Com- 
pany, again arouses speculation as to 
the future control of the Equitable and 
the possibility of its mutualization. 
One newspaper dispatch states that it 
is in line with General duPont’s plans 
to mutualize the society by disposing 
of the stock to the policyholders, the 
payments being extended over a num- 
ber of years, 

The Equitable’s general surplus is 
$10,874,744 and the reported price at 
which General duPont holds 51 per- 
cent of the stock is around $4,000,000. 
The elder J. P. Morgan is reported to 
have paid $2,500,000 to Thomas F. 
Ryan and Mr. duPont is said to have 
paid as much as $3,500,000. The par 
value of the stock is about $51,000, and 
under the charter of the society it can- 
not pay more than 7 percent interest. 
It is therefore very much like a dia- 
mond in that it brings practically no 
returns from an investment standpoint 
except that it is supposed to increase in 
value each year.

Agents and 
groups of agents will compete for first 
position.

This does not 
mean, of course, that when each meas- 
ure was thoroughly analyzed it was 
found to affect some phase of the busi- 
ness of life insurance, but they were 
all of a character that made it essential 
to examine them to determine whether 
they would adversely affect the inter- 
ests of policyholders, and therefore call 
for opposition or requests for amend- 
ment. California heads the list of bills 
with 154, maintaining the same position 
in this respect that it held in 1909 and 
1913. The second in number was Kan- 
sas, with 130. Others in their numer- 
ical order were Minnesota, 109; Illinois, 
103; Massachusetts, 99; Wisconsin, 93, 
and Pennsylvania, 85. The smallest on 
the list of those in which regular ses- 
sions were held was Arizona, with 10. 


Scope of Association Enlarged 


“The increase in bills from year to 
year should not be construed to mean 
that all of these additional measures 
related directly to life insurance or 
were so intended. Some of the in- 
crease was due to the enlarging scope 
of the association’s activities. To thor- 
oughly cover the legislative field from 
a life insurance viewpoint necessitates 
the examination of certain types of 
yeneral corporation, investment and 
other classes of legislative proposals 
having an indirect rather than a direct 
relation to our business. 


Laws Enacted Number 79 


“Despite the increased number of 
bills which it was necessary to examine 
this year there has thus far been a re- 
markable falling off in the number of 
laws enacted affecting the business of 
life insurance. The number is seventy- 
nine, as compared with ninety-seven at 
this time in 1913, and ninety-four in 
1911. There is also a considerable re- 
duction in the physical bulk of the new 
statutes, due, in part, to the absence of 
insurance codes among the _ laws 
enacted thus far. 


Tax Bills More Than Doubled 


“Standing out prominently in this 
year’s batch of legislative proposals are 
the numerous tax bills of various char- 
acters. Where up to this time two 
years ago we had received 302 bills in 
this classification, we have thus far 
had 734—considerably more than double. 

“The number of bills amending sec- 
tions of law imposing the premium tax 
on life companies was twenty-two in 
thirteen states. A small minority of 
these measures was of a favorable char- 
acter, either permitting the reduction 
of dividends or rearranging the lan- 
guage so that the same might be ac- 
complished. Others made changes in 
existing law with respect to other 
classes of the insurance business. Still

others provided for increases in the 
premium tax rate on life insurance. 


Laws That Were Passed 


“One in North Carolina, which was 
strongly urged, increased the tax from 
2%4 percent to 2% percent, at the same 
time making a reduction in the flat li- 
cense fee. This measure was finally 
amended, leaving life insurance taxa- 
tion on the old basis. In California an 
administration measure increasing taxes 
on corporations generally was enacted 
into law, including a provision increas- 
ing the tax on life insurance premiums 
from 1% percent to 2 percent. In Vir- 
ginia a special session of the legisla- 
ture was held to pass upon legislation 
following a two years’ study of the tax 
situation there by a special tax com- 
mission. This measure, which provided 
a readjustment of taxes on corporations 
and persons generally, included an in- 
crease in the tax on life insurance pre- 
miums from 1.4 percent to 244 percent. 
To compensate the companies, in part, 
for the direct increase in the state tax 
on premiums, the measure eliminated 
the old annual specific license fee of 
$200 and provided exemption from mu- 
nicipal taxation. As thus framed the 
bill was enacted into law. In Delaware 
a law was enacted permitting for taxa- 
tion purposes the deduction of divi- 
dends from the gross amount of insur- 
ance premiums, 


General Corporation Tax Measures 


“Bills falling into the classification 
of general franchise and corporation 
tax, including capital stock, numbered 
seventy-three this year in twenty-nine 
states. There was a substantial change, 
and an unfavorable one, in the charac- 
ter of these bills as compared with 
those of preceding years. This year 
life insurance was specifically included 
in a number of such bills, special rules 
even being laid down for such addi- 
tional taxation, while in other instances 
it was stated that the measures had 
been purposely broad enough to in- 
clude life insurance as well as other 
corporations. In the end, no bills of 
this character were passed taxing for- 
eign life companies, 


Patterned After Federal Measure 


“In every instance the bills patterned 
after the federal income tax statute that 
were introduced imposed a tax on life 
insurance in addition to that already 
collected under existing laws. Such 
measures were introduced in Connec- 
ticut, Utah and West Virginia. 

“Further evidence of the unrest 
among the states on the subject of tax- 
ation is to be found in the number of 
measures dealing with miscellaneous 
revenue and assessment matters and 
with the appointment of special and 
permanent tax commissions. Where in 
1913 the number of measures concern- 
ing miscellaneous revenue matters was 
93, this year it had increased to 362 
in thirty-nine states. 


Compulsory Investment of Reserves 


“One striking exception to the gen- 
eral falling-off noted in most kinds of 
life insurance regulatory measures this 
year is to be found in that class of leg- 
islation requiring a foreign life com- 
pany to invest a certain percentage of 








its state reserve in specified securities 
issued within such state. Up to date 
this year twelve bills of this or similar 
character have been presented in nine 
states: one in California, three in Flor- 
ida, one in Illinois, two in Kansas, one 
in Michigan, one in New Hampshire, 
one in North Dakota, one in Oklahoma 
and one in Pennsylvania. 

“In the past such proposed legisla- 
tion has been confined, as a rule, to the 
south and west, although one bill was 
presented in Massachusetts in 1914. 
This year it will be noted that another 
New England state was added to the 
list, as well as a middle state and two 
middle-west states. The bill was very 
actively advocated in some of the nine. 
states in which it was introduced, par- 
ticularly in Florida, Kansas, Michigan, 
North Dakota and Oklahoma. How- 
ever, thus far no such measure has been 
enacted this year. 


State Life Insurance Funds 


“There was a marked decrease in 
propositions to imitate the Wisconsin 
state life insurance fund law. Nine 
bills were introduced on this subject 
in five states, namely, Kansas, Massa- 
chusetts, Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
South Carolina, as against twenty-three 
presented in thirteen legislatures in 1913. 
The same result is noted as in 1913, for 
all nine bills thus far presented this 
year were adversely reported on. No 
opposition was presented to this class 
of bills by this association nor by any 
other organization of life insurance 
men, so far as we have been advised. 

Further progress toward statutory 
uniformity was accomplished through 
the enactment of laws providing for 
the amortization method of valuing 
fixed term securities of life companies. 
Measures following more or less the 
phraseology of.the New York, Califor- 
nia and Massachusetts statutes were 
enacted this year in four states: Con- 
necticut, Maine, Pennsylvania and Wis- 
consin., 

Insurance Codes 


There was a decided falling-off this 
year in legislation of the character 
classified as insurance codes. Where 
two years ago complete codes were 
enacted in three states and exhaustive 
proposals were made in several others, 
there was nothing this year that could 
be classified as complete code legisla- 
tion. 

“Penalty in connection with defend- 
ing suits is a subject which continues 
to be a fruitful one for presentation to 
legislatures. This year there were ten 
bills in as many states, as-against seven 
bills in 1913. All of them were con- 
fined to insurance companies. Thus 
far, none of the ten bills has been 
enacted into law. One such measure, 
in Nevada, passed the legislature, but 
was vetoed by the governor. 

“Bills prohibiting the transfer of in- 
surance suits to federal courts, or 
amending existing laws with respect to 
the same, were introduced to the num- 
ber of nine in six states. None of these 
was enacted into law. 


Other Classifications of Legislative Bills 


“Eleven bills dealing with the exemp- 
tion of policy proceeds from creditors’ 
claims and with various questions in-

Four of these 
have become law. 

“This year there was no legislation 
on the subject of limiting expenses in 
the organization of new insurance com- 
panies, except an amendment to exist- 
ing law proposed in one state. Legis- 
lation along similar lines, namely: ex- 
amination of promoting and allied com- 
panies, was confined to three bills in 
as many states. The subject of anti- 
board contracts appeared only in one 
state, Florida, where two bills were 
offered. Twenty-one bills were intro- 
duced in thirteen states regulating lob- 
bying. One bill was enacted into law 
in Indiana. 


Other Measures In the Hopper 


“Classifications of measures which 
were passed upon and not noted above 
included the following: “Fifty-six bills, 
in twenty-two states, dealing with

coming a law; five bills, in three states, 
dealing with the testimony of physi- 
cians and surgeons; sixteen bills, in 
thirteen states, dealing with service of 
process, two thus far being enacted in- 
to law; sixty-six bills, in twenty-six 
states, concerning agents, brokers, etc., 
thirteen of which bills became laws; 
eight bills, in five states, dealing with 
embezzlement by agents generally, two 
becoming laws; seven bills in six states, 
dealing with the subject of resident 
agents, two becoming laws; eighteen 
bills, in ten states, dealing with general 
investments of life insurance compa- 
nies, one becoming a law; sixty-seven 
bills, in twenty-five states, dealing with 
departmental matters, seven becoming 
laws; twenty-three bills, in ten states, 
relating to antirebate, antitwisting and 
antimisrepresentation, one being enacted 
into law; four bills, in two states, pre- 
scribing special policy provisions; 
eight bills, in six states, dealing with 
publication of statements; seven bills, 
in six states, dealing with proposed re- 
taliatory laws, one becoming a law; 
and two hundred and eight bills, in 
thirty-seven states, dealing with the 
transactions of corporations generally, 
two resulting in laws which were of 
interest to the life insurance business. 


Miscellaneous Measures 


“In addition, there were 375 bills 
which were grouped as miscellaneous, 
as none of them fell into our regular 
classifications and there were not 
enough similar to each other to create 
new groups. Out of those bills there 
have been enacted up to date eleven 
laws of interest to the life insurance 
business. These range from one in 
Iowa, permitting osteopathic physi- 
cians to make medical examinations of 
applicants for insurance, to a Wiscon- 
sin statute making it a misdemeanor 
for any solicitor, agent, policyholder, 
physician or other person knowingly to 
make a false or fraudulent statement of 
any material fact or thing in a certifi- 
cate or sworn statement as to the death 
or disability of a policyholder for the 
purpose of procuring payment of an 
indemnity or benefit contained in the 
policy. 

Prohibition and Loss of Revenue 


“With the exception of the tax in- 
creases, the laws enacted thus far this 
year do not add substantially to the 
burdens of life insurance policyholders, 
while some of the new statutes are in 
the interest of uniformity or otherwise 
improve conditions in the field in which 
the companies operate. The practical 
co-operation existing between the rep- 
resentatives of the life insurance com- 
panies all over the country—a coopera- 
tion that was heartier this year than 
ever before—has contributed largely to 
this happy result. 


Not Peculiar to Life Insurance 


“As to the tax situation, the year’s 
developments show that it is not pe. 
culiar to the institution of life insur- 
ance. Legislators have been looking in 
many new channels for revenue as well 
as trying to further develop most of 
the old ones. While expenditures have 
been on the increase generally, some 
of the states are confronted at the same 
time with loss in revenue from a hither- 
to permanent source. Up to last Sep- 
tember there were nine states in which 
the sale of intoxicating liquors for bev- 
erages was prohibited. Since then nine 
more have voted for prohibition, mak- 
ing a total of eighteen. The immediate 
effect has been a considerable loss of 
state revenue, which, of necessity 
meant readjustments of the basis of 
taxation. 


Should Be Relieved of Tax Burden 


“States turn to life insurance funds, 
among others, as an easy source from 
which to make up the deficiency caused 
by loss of their accustomed revenue 
from the sale of liquor. Therefore, it 
is more important than ever before to 
point out the economic worth of life 
insurance and make the public under- 
stand that it is one business whose di- 
rect result is to relieve governments 
from the care of individuals and fami-

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lies who otherwise might be depend- 
ent upon the state for support.

United States District Court Upholds 
Connecticut Mutual and Connecti- 
cut General in Tax Suit 





By upholding this week the decision 
rendered by the United States district 
court at Hartford, the United States 
circuit court of appeals for the second 
circuit sustains the contentions of the 
Connecticut Mutual Life and the Con- 
necticut General Life that they are en- 
titled to a refund of certain taxes paid 
to the United States on the order of 
the collector of internal revenue. The 
question in the case was whether divi- 
dends of mutual life companies, al- 
lowed to mutual policyholders in the 
payment of renewal premiums, or other 
insurance benefits, constitutes income 
within the meaning of the law; that is, 
subject to taxation. The collector of 
internal revenue held that it was and 
levied the additional tax, a refund of 
which is now ordered by the upper 
court. 

The same question had been passed 
on by the United States circuit court 
of appeals of the third circuit in a case 
of the Mutual Benefit against the gov- 
ernment for a similar refund. The de- 
partment of justice, however, was not 
satisfied with the record in that case, 
so the two Hartford cases were tried 
out in order that the record might be 
put in better shape for the circuit court 
of appeals for the second circuit.

Twenty-four Life Companies That 
Withdrew in 1907 Now Ex-

The Wisconsin bill, No. 266-S, by 
Senator Bosshard, which provides re- 
lief for the score or more of large com- 
panies which left the state in 1907, has 
been concurred in by the lower house 
and has been sent to the governor, 
whose approval is considered certain.

PRESENT TENDENCIES 

THERE are indications that the organ- 
izations of new life insurance compa- 
nies will proceed more and more along 
the line of a reorganization and re- 
writing of the business of fraternal and 
assessment associations. Every com- 
pany which starts is anxious to secure 
as soon as possible a volume of income 
the loading of which will pay running 
expenses. The methods of transfer 
have become pretty well standardized 
and it is not now so difficult as it once 
was to build a legal reserve company 
on the foundation of an assessment 
business. 

The fraternal orders themselves are 
working gradually toward the legal re- 
serve plan, while it might be said that 
in some respects the old line companies 
are working toward the fraternal order 
system. Whereas there are hundreds 
of fraternal orders scattered through- 
out the country, many of them even 
among the large ones located in small 
cities or towns, for some reason it has 
been felt that regular companies are 
better off at the money centers. 

It has been a characteristic of the 
fraternal orders that some of the larg- 
est of them have been located in the 
smaller places and even where their 
headquarters have been in the larger 
cities, their offices have not been in 
the business section, but usually some 
distance from the center of the city. 
There would appear to be no reason 
why old line companies should not to 
some extent follow this tendency of 
the fraternals. It is true that some of 
the best old line companies are located 
in small cities, especially those in New 
England, such as the Nationa at Mont- 
pelier, the BerKsHrIRE at Pittsfield, and 
the State Mutua at Worcester. 

A life insurance company does not 
need to be located at a business cen- 
ter. Large factories find their best 
opportunities in smaller cities. Several 

great publishing houses in New York 





whose business is largely conducted 
by mail, have moved to small towns 
outside of New York. It is a healthy 
sign that the regular life companies, 
like the fraternal orders, are being or- 
ganized both in small and large places 
and that the legal reserve companies 
are learning something from the sim- 
plicity of the fraternal orders. 





JOHN R. HEGEMAN 


THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER with all 
other friends of President JoHn R. 
HEGEMAN, of the METROPOLITAN LIFE, 
joins in hearty felicitations on his 
rounding out forty-five years of con- 
tinuous service as an officer of that 
great company.

Fifty-two years ago, June 17, 1863, 
the charter of the Travelers of Hart- 
ford was signed by Governor William 
A. Buckingham, Connecticut’s war gov- 
ernor. In this original charter the 
company was empowered to insure 
against accident, loss of life or personal 
injury, sustained while traveling in a 
public conveyance. Fifty-one years 
ago the charter rights were extended 
and the capitalization increased. 


Jacob A. Jackson of the conservation 
department of the Mutual Life of New 
York is this week attending the reunion 
of the ’70 class of Ohio Wesleyan, of 
which he is a member, at Delaware, 
Ohio. He is accompanied by Mrs.

W. B. Eastham, deputy state auditor 
of Nebraska, has been appointed insur- 
ance commissioner of that state, suc- 
ceeding L. G. Brian. Mr. Eastham is 
a resident of Broken Bow, Neb., where 
he was in the real estate business and 
represented the Prairie Life. 


I. A. Nadeau, for more than five years 
agency manager of the Equitable Life 
for the western part of the state of 
Washington, is not only one of the 
company’s best agency men, but also 
a large personal producer. Before go- 
ing with the Equitable he was director- 
general of the Alaska-Yukon Exposi- 
tion and before that time vice-president 
and general manager of the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce and _ general 
representative of the Northern Pacific 
interests in Seattle. He is widely 
known on the Pacific coast. 


The home office publication of the 
Equitable of New York tells how Agen- 
cy Manager Young of Wichita and W. 
N. Wooddell, the Equitable’s represent- 
ative at Garden City, Kan., spent three 
days out in the country recently with a 
net result of twelve cases totaling $17,- 
000 of insurance, premiums over $580. 
A few days later they closed $7,000 ad- 
ditional. The applicants are farmers in 
the irrigation district residing from 
twenty to twenty-five miles from Wich- 
ita and living so far apart that an av- 
erage of only four persons could be in- 
terviewed in a day. Of the fourteen 
persons solicited in the first three days 
twelve applied for policies, and Messrs. 
Young and Wooddell confidently ex- 
pect to sign up the other two. 


President Artemas R. Roberts of the 
Amicable Life of Waco, Texas, has 
one of the largest life insurance libra- 
ries in the country. He has in this 
library about everything that has been 
published in the English language con- 
cerning life insurance that is of per- 
manent value. Mr. Roberts himself is 
well posted on the literature of the 
business. He was once a school teach- 
er but quit the school room in 1885 and 
went into life insurance. There were 
only a few companies at that time in 
Texas. He has been asked to run for 
governor of Texas, and if he ever does, 
he will have mighty strong backing. 


Theodore F. Ruhland is seriously ill 
at the Mt. Sinai hospital at Milwaukee. 
He has been laid up all the winter and 
from present accounts his condition is 
quite alarming. Mr. Ruhland has been 
in the life insurance business for a 
number of years, having served several 
companies. His last connection was 





with the Northern States Life of Ham- 
mond, Ind., he being secretary of that 
company. 


Major E. V. Preston, general mana- 
ger of agencies of the Travelers, and 
the oldest employe of the company, 
celebrated his 50th anniversary with 
the company last week. He was made 
the guest of honor at a special lunch- 
eon and received testimonials and con- 
gratulations from Travelers men from 
various parts of the country. 


George H. Beckley of Appleton, Wis., 
district manager of the Travelers, has 


gotten out a unique advertising nov- - 


elty. He hands out a little booklet 
with the following on the cover: “What 
George H. Beckley knows about the 
European war.” Then comes:the well- 
known knight trademark of the Trav- 
elers and beneath that Mr. Beckley’s 
insurance advertisement. The con- 
tents of the book consist of a number 
of blank pages. The suggestion is ob- 
vious and significant, and it is attract- 
ing considerable attention. Mr. Beck- 
ley talks insurance and does not have 
much comment on the war. 


A. M. Johnson, president of the Na- 
tional Life, U. S. A., was bereaved of 
his mother last week. Her death oc- 
curred in Cleveland and burial was in 
that city. 


President E. W. Randall of the Min- 
nesota Mutual Life has many points of 
contact with his agents. He takes a 
personal interest in them all and he 
has one rule that he religiously fol- 
lows. He always wants his agents to 
write to him when a new arrival comes 


in their family, so that he can send out 


a birthday spoon. This recognition of 
the big event in their family life by 
the president is deeply appreciated by 
the agents. 


W. M. Horner of Minneapolis, gen- 
eral agent of the Provident Life & 
Trust, who is an expert on original 
ideas, has constructed a new device 
along efficiency lines. It represents a 
key of the Yale variety, attached to a 
ring. Around the upper part is “Op- 
portunity.” On the head of the key is 
“Alertness, enterprise, thoroughness, 
brevity and concentration.” Along the 
body of the key is the following: 

“You can make changes in your work 
that will add to your efficiency and in- 
crease your income. In getting off a 
street car push. the button and then 
walk to the rear platform and push it 
again to cinch the car’s stopping. 

“Most men only push the button 
once. Think this over. Make sure in 
each thing. Be Thorough. Most men 
leave the things undone that impress 
the other fellow most, or only do half 
enough of what they do. Be strong on 
the return. The rebounding force 1s 
what makes you plough through. En- 
thusiasm makes you arrive.” 


H. W. Strickler of the Midland Life 
of St. Paul has written a letter to the 
bankers of the northwest, stating that 
the stockholders of the company at the 
last annual megting authorized its offi- 
cers to organize a trust company to deal 
especially in farm mortgages. Mr. 
Strickler states that as president of 
the Midland he has been snowed under 
by applications for farm mortgage 
loans from a number of its banking 
connections. .“He believes that this 
shows the necessity for the establish- 
ment of some method whereby mort- 
gages can be more adequately taken 
care of. He has broached the subject 
to bankers of the northwest and it 18 
agreed that if a trust company, should 
be organized it should have capital and 
surplus of $2,250,000. Mr. Strickler 
states that he has received replies from 
1,119 bankers and that he has decided 
to go ahead and organize under the 
laws of Minnesota. The stock will be 
sold largely in Montana, North an 
South Dakota, and Minnesota.

OF EQUITABLE LIFE

stock should be purchased by the pol- 
icyholders at such a figure. Provided 
the minority stockholders were paid at 
the same rate, it would exhaust a good 
part of the entire surplus of the society, 
in return for which the policyholders 
would probably receive very little real 
benefit. Life companies are so closely 
supervised by insurance departments 
these days that there is not a great 
chance to make large sums out of the 
management of the companies and it 
is not likely that this quality of super- 
vision will deteriorate in the future. 


‘To disrupt the management and or- 


ganization of a company for the pur- 
pose of placing in control the favorites 
of the owners of the stock would be 
disastrous. It takes qualified experts 
and men of large experience to operate 
a company like the Equitable. Men of 
the first caliber of ability would not 
be found who would be willing to sup- 
plant an able management and become 
themselves subservient to the wishes 
of the capitalist owning the stock. 


Public Opinion a Big Influence 


Public opinion and the various insur- 
ance departments could be depended 
upon to prevent any raid on the com- 
pany by unscrupulous manipulators. 
If the stock could be bought for the 


- stockholders at a reasonable figure it 


would no doubt be desirable to make 
the Equitable entirely mutual and place 
the control with the policyholders, as 
is now the case with all the other large 
companies, the Mutual, New York, 
Metropolitan and Prudential. If a 
price were to be agreed upon for the 
duPont stock, the same price in justice 
would have to be offered to the mi- 
nority stockholders and this would mean 
an outlay of $8,000,000. Whether the 
control of the society by the policy- 
holders under any circumstances by the 
payment of this vast sum would be de- 
sirable is a grave question. 


Gossip As to the Sale 


Since the death of the elder Morgan 
there has, of course, been more or less 
quiet speculation as to what disposition 
would be made of the Equitable’s stock 
by his son. The present outcome was 
foreseen by some when the present Mr. 
Morgan sold his father’s art treasures 
for several million dollars instead of 
donating them to the Metropolitan mu- 
seum, as had been anticipated in some 
quarters. The action of Mr. Morgan 
in selling the stock would indicate that 
men of great affairs are disposed to 
look upon such matters in the same 
light as any other business transaction. 
It may be that Mr. Morgan has im- 
posed certain obligations upon Gen- 
eral duPont with reference to the 
stock, but if this has been done no 
Statement has yet been authorized to 
suggest it. 


Say Morgan Desired the Capital 


One press dispatch states that Mr. 
Morgan’s desire for new capital with 
which to swing the enormous war con- 
tracts that are passing through his firm 
was the impelling reason behind the 
sale, and it is stated that through their 
Ownership of the various corporations 
manufacturing munitions of war the 
duPont family has millions in con-

tracts placed through the Morgan firm. 
An authorized statement regarding 
General duPont, giving a sketch of his 
career, is that about fifteen years ago 
he sold his property interests in trac- 
tion and steel companies and made a 
large investment in the duPont Pow- 
der Company, becoming the controll- 
ing factor in the organization. By new 
methods of manufacturing and market- 
ing, consisting principally in the de- 
velopment and manufacture of dyna- 
mite for mining, agricultural and com- 











General duPont was born in Louis- 
ville and was graduated from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, in the class of 1883. He is a 
member of the well known duPont 
family of Delaware, which started 
the manufacture of powder in this 
country in 1800. Unlike the other 
younger members of the family, Gen- 
eral duPont did not go into the 
powder business directly after grad- 
uating. His early business experience 
was in the operation of coal mines 
owned by his father in Kentucky, and 
later in the development of traction 
companies and in the management of 
the Lorain Steel Company of Johns- 
town, Pa. About fifteen years ago 
he sold his property interests in the 
traction and steel companies, and 
made a large investment in the du- 
Pont Powder Company, becoming the 
controlling factor in the organization. 
By new methods of manufacturing 
and rharketing, consisting principally 
in the development of powder and 
dynamite for mining, agricultural and 
commercial purposes, he greatly in- 
creased the earning power of the du- 
Pont company. He recently sold his 
entire interest in the duPont Powder 
Company to his cousins and some of 
the junior officers of the company, 
retiring at the same time from the 
presidency. He has thus completed 
his great business successes in com- 
paratively early manhood. 

‘About three years ago General 
duPont bought the site of the old 
Eauitable building, and formed a cor- 
poration known as the Equitable Of- 
fice Building Corporation, which has 
erected upon this site the largest and 
most complete office building in the 
world. With General duPont’s re- 
tirement from the management of 
the powder company, this office build- 
ing constitutes his only active busi- 
ness interest. 

General duPont has been for a long 
time actively interested in public and 
philanthropic matters, evidenced by 
his notable gift of $2,000,000 to the 
state of Delaware to build a highway 
from one end of the state to the 
other; his gifts to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, aggregating 
more than $1,000,000, and substantial 
contributions to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association and to other 
movements.

Equitable Office Building Corporation 


Although the Equitable is understood 
to hold a large amount of the bonds 
of the Equitable Office Building Cor- 
poration, there can hardly be any ad- 
vantage to General duPont in this con- 
nection through owning the controlling 
interest of the Equitable stock. It is 
more likely that through his owner- 
ship of the Equitable building corpora- 
tion he became interested in it and 
gained an intimate knowledge of its 
affairs and as a man of large wealth he 
became the purchaser of the stock 
when Mr. Morgan decided that he 
wished to sell his holdings. If General 
duPont were still interested in the 
duPont. Powder Company the sug- 
gestion might arise that the Equitable 
stock was part of a deal for munitions 
of war or the control of the powder 
company, but the statement that he has 
sold his powder company holdings to 
his cousins and some of the junior offi- 
cers of the company disposes of this. 


President Day’s Statement 


The majority of the stock of the 
Equitable is still in the hands of the 
three trustees, Morgan J. O’Brien, Jo- 
seph H. Choate and Lewis Cass Led- 
yard. In this connection President Day 
of the Equitable, in making the an- 
nouncement of the purchase of stock 
by General duPont, says: 


It is fitting in making this announce- 
ment to state that the directors and offi- 
cers of the Equitable appreciate highly 
the public spirited attitude of the late 
Mr. Morgan and of his son during the 
period that the technical ownership of 
the stock has rested in their hands. Dur- 
ing this entire period the directors and 
officers of the society have enjoyed the 
fullest freedom in the administration of 
its affairs, without so much as a sugges- 
tion from the owners of the stock or 
trustees with respect to the management 
or conduct of the society. The three 
trustees, whose sole duty has been to elect 
the directors, have selected men of in- 
tegrity and known standing for these high 
positions with a full sense of responsibil- 
ity for the trust imposed upon them. The 
directors so selected have administered 
the affairs of the society free from any 
influence or control of the beneficial own- 
ers of the stock. 

It is eminently appropriate that in the 
change in the ownership of the stock the 
interest in the majority of the society’s 
capital has now been acquired by a 
staunch friend of the Equitable, who states 
that his sole object is to protect the in- 
terests of the policyholders of the so- 
ciety, whose home is in the building of 
which he is the principal owner—a build- 
ing which bears the Equitable name, and 
which has been erected in large part for 
the benefit of the Equitable, and to facili- 
tate the efficient transaction of its busi- 


ness. 
Further Facts Given 


The following was also given out for 
publication by the Equitable: 


General duPont confirms the purchase 
by him of the majority of the stock of 
the Equitable Life, and has nothing to 
add to Judge Day’s statement on the sub- 
ject. He also confirms the suggestion that 
it is his idea to cooperate with the officers 
of the society in a plan for its complete 
mutualization, the policyholders already 
nominating a majority of the board of 
directors. 

The Equitable Life was organized in 
1859, and will have been in business for 
fifty-six years on the 26th of next July. 
The great fire of Jan. 9, 1912, drove it 
from its offices in the old Equitable build- 
ing, and on the same day it opened tem- 
porary offices in the City parenting Build- 
ing, at 165 Broadway. On April 26 of 
the present year it reopened its offices at 
the old stand in the new Equitable build- 
ing; and in celebration of its home com- 
ing the agents of the company sent in so 
large a volume of new insurance that all 
previous records were broken. 

The Equitable has had five presidents. 
The fifth, William A. Day, after serving 
as vice-president for several years, was 
elected the chief executive of the com- 
pany in 1911, The progress of the Equi- 
table during this period of ten years is 
illustrated by the figures in the company’s 
reports to the insurance department of the 
state. The increase in assets has been 
nearly $123,000,000; the rate of interest 
on investments has been increased from 
4.03 percent to 4.56 percent. The total 





sum paid to policyholders in 1905 was 
$39,101,000. In 1914 it was $56,700,000. 
The mortality rate for the year 1914 was 
7% percent lower than the average for the 
last fifteen years. 

During President Day’s management the 
Equitable has been thoroughly reorgan- 
ized; its business systematized; its agency 
force strengthened and increased, and its 
expenses reduced. It is stated by the 
executive that the society has never been 
in a stronger or better condition than at 
the present time. Its business has stead- 
ily increased, and the company reports 
that the new insurance written during the 
current year to date is $5,000,000 in ex- 
cess of that written during the same pe- 
riod in 1914. 


_ 3 Oo 
Can Cut Down Benefits 


The right of fraternals to reduce ben- 
efits by changing their by-laws is up- 
held by the Kansas supreme court in 
the case of Mason Kirk against the 
Fraternal Aid Association. Kirk’s cer- 
tificate provided for an endowment at 
age 70 of half the amount insured. 
The fraternals amended the by-laws so 
as to strike out the endowment provi- 
sion and the supreme court holds it had 
full power. to do so. 

The court held also that the associa- 
tion had no power under its charter to 
promise endowments, and further held 
that a statute passed some years ago 
forbids endowment settlements by the 
association.

State Wins Tax Suit 


The supreme court of the United 
States has upheld the Pennsylvania act 
of 1895 amended in 1911, imposing a 
tax of 2 percent of the gross premiums 
paid by residents of Pennsylvania to 
foreign life insurance companies. The 
tax has been paid by all such compa- 
nies, under protest. The Equitable 
Life of New York carried the case up. 
The verdict of the upper court will as- 
sure Pennsylvania the continued col- 
lection of nearly $1,500,000 annually.

The California State Life has been li- 
censed in Texas. 


The Merchants Reserve Life of Chicago 
has been licensed to do an assessment 
life business in Michigan. 

The International Life has appointed 
J. T. Moore, of Evansville, Ind., general 
agent for the southern part of the state. 


A Los Angeles manager says that one 
agent in his office writes four-fifths of 
his business on the change-of-age argu- 
ment. 

Charlie Chaplin, movie comedian, has 
taken a $20,000 endowment policy in the 
Travelers. The insurance was written in 
New York. 


The Prairie Life of Omaha is estab- 
lishing a branch office at Norfolk, Neb. 
C. J. Haviland has been appointed dis- 
trict manager. 

J. E. Spooner, of Watertown, S. D., has 
recently connected himself with F. W. 
Hart’s agency of the Fidelity Mutual Life 
in South Dakota. 

During March, April and May the Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., agency of the Western and 
Southern Life, made a total increase of 
$213.35 in the industrial branch. 

The American Bankers Life of Chicago, 
which has been admitted to Ohio, has ap- 
pointed as agents Charles P. Denley and 
A. C. Reincke, both of Cleveland. 

M. M. Deming, general agent in Iowa 
for the Kansas City Life, has his agents 
working on a contest which he has termed 
a “Bring Home the Bacon” contest. 


Thirty agents in the Flint district of 
the Michigan Mutual Life were enter- 
tained by B. A. Whipple, district superin- 
tendent, at an agency meeting last week. 

A. X. Schmidt, superintendent of Chi- 
cago district No. 3, for the Prudential, 
has entered the class E of the Prudential 
Old Guard, having been connected with 
the company twenty-five years. 

The North American Union, a Chicago 
fraternal, has absorbed the Life and An- 
nuity Association of Kansas following a 
recent merger with the Legion of the 
Red Cross, with headquarters in Balti- 
more. 

The Ford Motor Company has issued a 
circular .to its 17,000 employes on the 
value of life insurance. It said that 
every man should carry insurance, and 
told of some of the different kinds of 
policies. 

Alleging that absence for seven years 
raises a legal presumption of death, Mrs. 
Irene Kingston has brought suit at Louis- 


.ville against the Bankers Life of Des 


Moines, on two $2,000 policies in that 
company, carried by her husband, C. H. 
Kingston. 


Walter H. Green, for many years cash- 
ier in the Indianapolis agency of the 
Massachusetts Mutual Life, has resigned 
and Warren C. Flynn, manager of the 
agency, will hereafter personally super- 
vise the accounting department and col- 
lection of premiums. 


W. D. Corbin a former director of the 
Pioneer Life of Kansas City, has brought 
suit against the company for $100,000 
damages for false arrest. Corbin was ar- 
rested Dec. 12 last on a warrant charg- 
ing embezzlement of $14,000 of the com- 
pany’s funds. The charge against him 
was dismissed. 

The Tennessee department has_ re- 
fused to license the Merchants Life of 
Burlington, Iowa, because it is of the 
opinion that the interests of the new 
policyholders would infringe on the 
rights of the old members. It has also 
refused ‘to license the Liberal Life be- 
cause of an alleged impairment. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States last Monday upheld the validity of 
the Pennsylvania law imposing on foreign 
insurance a tax upon all premiums on 
life insurance paid by residents of Penn- 
sylvania, whether paid at one of the agen- 
cies in Pennsylvania or at home offices of 
insurance companies in other states. 

Following the receivership of the 
American Life, an industrial concern at 
Lexington, Ky., the state of Kentucky has 
asked for the dissolution of the com- 
pany. It has over 900 policies, to the 
amount of more than $100,000, outstand- 
ing, and its assets are only $385. Most 
of its policyholders are colored people, it 
is stated. 

Last month was the biggest May in 
the history of the Edward A. Woods 
agency of the Equitable Life of New 
York at Pittsburgh. The total applica- 
tions during the month were 1,012, repre- 
senting $2,650,000 of business. There are 
224 agents in the Woods agency’s terri- 
tory, comprising. Pennsylvania west of 
Lancaster and the eastern part of Ohio. 


The New York, Virginia and Maryland 
insurance departments this week com- 
pleted an examination of The Supreme 
Ruling of the Fraternal Mystic Circle, a 
fraternal writing life and disability in- 


surance and located in Philadelphia. The 





principal items of the report are: Total 
admitted assets, $510,413.73; total liabili- 
ties, $242,522.78; net surplus, $267,890.95. 

Charles A. Sidway, president of the 
Sidway Mercantile Company, Elkhart, 
Ind., who died in a New York Hospital 
recently, carried $100,000 business insur- 
ance. It is understood the total on his 
life was nearly $400,000 insurance, 


One of the largest life insurance poli- 
cies ever written in South Dakota was 
written last week by C. S. Weaver of the 
Kansas City Life at Mitchell. It is a 
business policy for $40,000 on the life of 
Orville S. Jones, president of the O 
Jones Seed Company, and is for the pur- 
pose of protection to the stockholders 
against such financial loss as might be 
sustained by the death of the insured. 

The Dobie bill in the Wisconsin legis- 
lature, which in effect would repeal the 
laws regulating fraternal societies, was 








killed in the state assembly Friday after- 
noon by a large vote. This action fol- 
lowed the almost four-to-one vote of a 
few days before by which the bill had 
been ordered engrossed. The bill is said 
to have originated with insurgent Modern 
Woodmen. Strong opposition to it de- 
veloped in fraternal societies of the state. 


The Kentucky court of appeals has. sus- 
tained the Jefferson circuit court at 
Louisville in its judgment in favor of 
Lioyd W. Robertson against the Chicago 
Life for $2,368, as commissions on appli- 
eations secured in 1906. Before accept- 
ance of the risks and the closing of the 
insurance the company sold its business 
to the Federal Life. The applicants re- 
fused to take policies issued in the latter 
company, because they failed to include 
the agency contracts offered by Robert- 
son by which they could reduce their 
premiums by soliciting business.
